FOR FLINT WORKERS 
OF GENERAL MOTORS 


Under Stock-Buying Plan Com- 
pany Puts Up 50c for Each. 
$1 Employe Pays. 


By the Associated Press. 

FLINT, Mich., Jan. 31.—An esti- 
mated $2,500,000 in checks and 
stock certificates was distributed 
today to Flint employes of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, who were 


members of the 1925 savings class. 
The exact number participating 
here and the precise amount dis- 
tributed will not be known until an- 
nouncement is made from the Gen- 
eral Motors office in New York. 
Last year, 450 Flint employes were 
recipients and it was said ghat the 
class being paid this year is: as 
large, or larger. 

Under a plan started 12 years 
the corporation each year 
permits eligible employes to in- 
vest not more than 20 per cent of 
their year’s earnings, with a maxi- 
mum of $300. For each dollar so 
invested, the corporation sets aside 
50 cents in a fund to purchase 
General Motors stock and earnings 
of the stock are re-invested as they 
accumulate. A_ distribution is 
made each year to those who joined 
five years before. It is estimated 
that each employe who put in $50 
five years ago today is receiving 
approximately $1100 in cash and 
stock. ’ 


U.S. FARM PRICE I3EX 


IS LOWEST IN 13 YEARS 


For Month Ended Jan. 15. Slumped 
to 94 Per Cent of Pre- 
War Level. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan.-.81.—The 
farm price index, as reported to- 
day by the Department of Agricul- 
ture dropped to the lowest level 
since January, 1912, during the 
month from Dec. 15 to Jan, 15. 

The general level of farm prices 
slumped 3 points to $4 per cent of 
the pre-war level in mid-January. 
It was 40 points below that of a 
year ago. 

“Small advances in 
prices of potatoes, apples, cattle, 
calves, sheep, lambs, horses and 
chickens,’ the report said, “failed 
to offset the sharp declines in tne 
price of dairy and poultry’ prod- 
ucts and the continued slump in 
the price of grains and cotton.

nessee; Reece (Rep. dy TPASIWTY, 
and Wurzbach (Rep, Texas. 

*‘Reece, Fisher and .Wurzba th!

KILLING UNIDENTIFIED MAN 


First Case of Kind in 145 Years; 
Body Found in Convicted 
Slayer’; Burned Auto.

NORTHAMPTON, England, Jan: 
31.—For the fitst time in 145 years 
an Englishmdp) was sentenced to- 
day to hang for the murder of a 
man whose identity has not been 
learned, \ 

Alfred Arthur Rouse, traveling 
salesman, was convicted of killing 
an unidentified man whose charred 
body was found in Rouse's burned 
automobile on a lonely road near 
here last November. The prosecu- 
tion suggested that Rouse had 
hoped the body would be identi- 
fied as his own and that he could 
disappear and escape the conse- 
quences of his own love affairs. 
Rouse insisted he was innocent. 

The last case of this kind oc- 
curred in 1876 when a sailor was 
killed in the Portsmouth road near 
Hindhead. His name was never 
learned but three men were 
hanged in chains at the scene of 
the crime. Over the sailor’s grave 
was placed a tombstone on which 
was the inscription: “Cursed be 
he who moves this stone.’"” Two 
years ago the stone was removed 
when the road was widened.

SOVIET PLANS THIS YEAR 


Says 83,000,000 Tons of Coal, 25,- 
000,000 Tons of Oil Must 
Be Produced.

MOSCOW, Jan. 31.—G. D. Ord- 
jonikidze, president of the Supreme 
Economic Council, today told a 
conference of Soviet industrial en- 
gineers that 1931 is the most im- 
portant year thus far in the five- 
year plan for industrialization of 
the Soviet Union. 

During this: year, he said, there 
must be produced 83,500,000 tons 
of coal, 25,500,000 tons of oil, 
$,000,000 tons of pig iron and ag- 
ricultural. machinery worth about 
$410,000,000 must be purchased.

Leg of Lisbon-Rio Flight 
—Captain Plans to Start 
for Cape Verde Islands at 
Dawn. 


MADE 715 MILES 
IN SEVEN HOURS 


Showed Its Airworthiness, 
Commander Says, Al- 
though There Were Many 
Squalls on Journey to Las 
Palmas.

LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, 


Jan, 31.—Carrying 19 men and 
180,000 pieces of mail, the Dornier 
DO-X, largest airplane, in the 
world, today successfully completed 
the first leg of its long-delayed 
flight from Lisbon to New York by 
way of South America. 

Tonight the mechanics began 


filtering into tne huge tanks of the 
flying boat the 4160 gallons of 
gasoline which it is estimated wil! 
be required on the journey to the 
Cape Verde Islands, the next sched. 
uled stop. 

Plans to Start at Dawn. 

Capt. Friedrich Christiansen said 
he expected to be able to take of! 
at dawn tomorrow for Porto Praia 
in the Cape Verde Islands, 
miles away. 

He said his departure depended 
on whether the weather was favor 
able. He would not hesitate to 
postpone it, however, he said, if 
conditions were no better than 
they are tonight. 

“The weather during the journey 
here from Lisbon was fair,” Capt 
Christiansen said, “and we had fa- 
vorable winds all the way. A!) 
though there were many squalls 
the plane showed Its airworthiness 
It took us seven hours and three 
minutes to complete the trip. The 
motors could not have worked bet- 
ter. We used 3120 gallons of gaso- 
line.”” 

The tlane left the Tagus Harbor 
at Lisbon at 8:98 a. m. and ar 
rived here, 715 miles from he) 
starting point, at 3:11 p. m., afte 
an uneventful voyage during which 
fog made it necessary to abandon 
a plan to drop a mail bag at Fun- 
chal in the Madeira Islands. 

As she circled over the city, hun- 
dreds of person stood in the streeta 
and flocked to the waterfront, 
cheering. As the air liner alighted 
upon the water and taxied to her 
anchorage, small boats put out for 
a closer inspection. 

Only the local authorities and 
accredited correspondents were 
permitted on the: dock where the 
DO-X was tied up for the night, 
and the ‘public generally was 
forced to be content with viewing 
the seaplane from the streets and 
nearby hills. 

The DO-X carried as @ mascot 
a canary obtained at the last mo- 
ment at the insistence of Capt 
Christensen to replace a mascot 
that died while the plane lay at

President Pro Tem Haymes 
Says Committee Will Act 
Promptly to Avoid Close 
of Session Congestion. 


LOBBYISTS GAINED 
OBJECT BY DELAYS 


Many Meritorious Measures 
Never Allowed to Come 
to Vote by Withholding 
Reports on Them.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31.— 


Senator Lon 8, Haymes, president 
pro tem of the Senate, through in- 
formal conferences with the chair- 


men of the more important com- 4 Pa 


mittees of the Senate, has worked 
out an agreement, which, if car- 
ried out, will defeat one of the 
oldest and most successful schemes 
of lobbyists for special interests to 
prevent consideration of proposed 


legislation inimical to their em- 
ployers. 

Haymes today said that, con- 
trary to the usual practice, bills 
would not be held in committees 
until near the close of the session 
and then dumped into the Senate 
by the hundreds. He said that 
bills would be considered prompt- 
ly in the committees and reported 
as rapidly ag possible, thus pro- 
viding work for the Senate every 
day. Through the years of old 
guard control of the Senate, it 
was the invariable experience in 
each legislative sesison, that vir- 
tually nothing was done until the 
final three or four weeks when 
the calendar was erowded. with 
hundreds of bills, and it became 
un impossibility to consider all of 
them, As a result many meritori- 
ous measures died on the calendar 
without ever having received con- 
sideration. 

Every bill intréfluced in the 
Senate is referred to committee, 
which under the rules is required 
to return it to the Senate within 
10 days and with a recommenda- 
tion either that it do or do) not 
pass, A do not pass recommenda- 
tion kills the bill immediately un- 
less the Senate by majority votes 
direct that it be placed on the cal- 
endar notwithstanding the adverse 
report of the committee. 

10-Day Rule Not Observed. 


The do,pass recommendation 
automatically places the bill at 
the foot of the engrossment calen- 
dar. Bills are taken up for en- 
grossment in the order in which 
they appear on the calendar, being 
subject to amendment when called 
up. After being engrossed a bill 
takes itg place at the foot of the 
calendar of bills for third reading 
and final passage. 

The 10-day rule for return of 
bills from committees never has 
been observed. Committee chair- 
men have retained bills as long as 
they pleased, and, except in rare 
instances “‘the Senatorial courtesy” 
practice has prevented any effort 
from the floor of the Senate to 
force a committee report. 

A bill which does not come out 
of committee and does not reach 
the foot of the engrossment calen- 
dar at least 10 days before the date 
of adjournment of the Legislature 
has virtually no chance of pass- 
age. 

Knowing this, lobbyists interested 
in defeat of particular bills have 
exerted their influence to keep 
them in committee as long as pos- 
sible, in some instances by bringing 
pressure to bear on the chairmen, 
or in other instances by asking and 
sustaining frequent and long con- 
tinuances for hearings On the bills. 

A Standing Joke. 

For years it has been a stand- 
ing joke for a committee chair- 
man, when asked when a bill would 
be reported out, to reply: 

*T don’t know. I took it out 
of the pigeon hole the other day, 
turned it over, dusted it off, and 
put it back. It didn’t look like it 
was well seasoned.” 

But with the victory of pro- 
gtessive group of Senators over the 
Old Guard in the organization of 
the present Senate, there has come 
a change. Old Guard Senators who 
have always controlled the really 
important committees this time 
find themselves heading relatively 
unimportant committees, and new- 
er and younger men are in con- 
trol. These new chairmen profess 
@ determination to keep bills mov- 
ing in the Senate and insist that 
by clearing calendars promptly 
measures will receive more thought- 
ful consideration and it will be 
possible to reach consideration of 
al] measures introduced. 

“By getting prompt reports from 
committees,” Haymes said, “and 
by keeping the Senato in session 
for @ reasonable day's work five 
days a week, there is no reason 
why business should not be ex- 
pediated. I have talked to a num- 
ber of the chairmen, and find that 
they are anxious to co-operate to 
the fullest extent. 

Some Natural Delays. 

“Many bills do not require more 
than a few minutes consideration 
in committee. Others such as legis- 
lation on taxation, on busses, on re- 
districting the big appropriation 
bills and possibly some others can-

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not be reported on within 10 days. 
In such legislation it usually is 
necessary to have several public 
hearings, and not infrequently it is 
necessary for a committee to write 
a entirely new measure. There sill 
be delays in such subjects, but we 
ean clear the calendar of the big 
mass of bills which in the past too 
often have served to biock legisla- 
tion and thus make a place for 
these necessarily delayed bills, that 
is what we are going to do.” 

It “is Haymes’ intention to at- 
tempt to have the Senate complete 
all its work by the end of the 70 
days which the constitution con- 
templates shall be-the duration of 
@ legislative session. Usually the 
adjournment is Yong after the ex- 
piration of the 70 days, sometimes 
three or four weeks extra time be- 
ing taken.

Some misadventures marked the 
flight from Altenrhein to Lisbon by 
way of Amsterdam, Calshot, Eng- 
land, and Bordeaux, France. Fly- 
ing from Calshot, to Bordeaux, the 
plane was forced down by dark- 
ness near Rochelle, France. 

Later there were reports that its 
American engines had not func- 
tioned properly and would need a 
thorough overhauling before the 
start on the overseas stages to Rio 
de Janeiro. 

The DO-X, designed by Dr. 
Claude Dornier, is 130 feet long 
and a wing spread of 160 feet. 
It is wered by 12 Curtis Con- 
queror engines developing about 
600 horsepower each at maximum 
load, Since overhauling it is ex- 
pected to attain a maximum speed 
of 160 miles an hour and a cruis- 
ing speed of 120 miles.

Hull Like That of a Yacht. 

The hull resembles that of a trim 
yacht and is expected by the de- 
signer to be able to ride out h 
seas.

ORDER SIGNED MODIFYING 
PACKERS’ CONSENT DECREE 


It Permits Companies to Handle 
Many Commodities Besides 
Meat at Wholesale,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Jus- 
tice Bailey of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court today signed 
the formal order modifying the 
1920 packers’ consent decree in 
conformity with his recent de- 
cision. 

Under it thé packers are per- 
mitted to engage in the wholesale 
buying and selling of several com- 
modities unrelated to meat pack- 
ing, such as fish, vegetables, fruits, 
flours, grain, grape juice and va- 
rious miscellaneous articles. The 
decree also was modified to allow 
the packers to handle fresh milk 
and cream. 

The defendants have one year 
in which to dispose of property 
which may be held in violation of 
the modified decree.

The Senate debate took place on 

the motion of Howell (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, to resume consideration of 
his bill for rigid prohibition en- 
forcement in the District of Co- 
lumbia. The motion was not act- 
ed and will be the pending bus- 
iness when the Senate meets Mon- 
day. 
\ Lehlbach, an administration Re- 
publican, predicted that the party 
which fails now to meet the pro- 
hibition issue squarely “will be 
overwehlmingly repudiated at the 
next national election.” 

Pointing out that a majority of 
the Wickersham Commission be- 
lieved the eighteenth amendment 
could never be adequately en- 
forced, Lehlibach contended that 
Congress “must no longer’ tem- 
porize.’

It ought to have 
been settled by each state.” 

‘ Declaring the drys were not will- 
ing to take enough money out of 
the Treasury to enforce prohibi- 
tion, Tydings said he would vote 
for $300,000,000 for 200,000 en- 
forcement agents so every agent 
could watch every 500 or 1000 peo- 
ple, 

Killings by Dry Agents. 

Tydings said 1400 persons had 
been killed by ,rohibition agents in 
the 11 years of the national dry 
law, or more than twice as many 
as were slain in the Spanish-Amer. 
ican War. 

King (Dem.), Utah, interposed 
that many of those slain were in- 
nocent victims and he complained 
that the Goverment “always throws 
around the prohibition agents, no 
matter how ruthless they may have 
been, the strong shield of the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Senator Brookhart said, ““May- 
be a dozen or two were wrongfully 
killed, but there are bound to be 
that many mistakes in the enforce- 
ment of any law.” 

Walsh, Massachusetts, said that 
“any government which seeks to 
forbid the use of something that is 
not intrinsically bad cannot claim 
to be extending freedom to its peo- 
ple.”’ 

He contended the liquor problem 
was one of “strict governmental 
regulation” rather than absolute 
prohibition.

Max Newmark sah scl a Cus- 
tomer Fired on in Store 
When Dog Tries to De 
fend Its Master. . : 


Max Nowinark, is East St. Louis 
grocer, died late yesterday after- 
noon of bullet wounds suffered 
early yesterday in a holdup, when 
three Negroes opened fire after a 
small dog attacked one of the rob- 
bers. 

Newmark, who was 38 years old 
and lived over his. store at 6512 
South Twentieth street, was shot 
in the right side, -right shquider 
and abdomen. A Negro customer, 
Walter Hurnton, 26, 1937 Piggott 
avenue, who was shot in the right 
breast, is in serious condition at 
St. Mary’s Hospital, where New- 
mark died. 

Newmark, armed with a revolver 
in a holster at his side, opened 
the store at 6 a. m. and was walk- 
ing from the rear with a cigarébox 
containing about $60 when the rob- 
bers éntered with drawn’ revolvers.

MISS THEKLA BERNAYS: 
DIES; WRITER, CRITIG 


Former St. Louisan, 75, Suc- 
cumbs in New York-——Leader 
‘in Suffrage Movement. 


Miss Thekla Marie Bernays, & 
writer ard critic, who 15 years ago 
was one of the leaders in literary 


and woman suffrage movements in 
St. Louis, died Friday night at a 
hospital in New York City, where 
she had made her home for the last 
10 years. Her death, at the age 
of 75, followed an accident. last 
September, when she fell and suf- 
fered a fractured wrist, in Flor- 
ence, Italy. 

She was a daughter of Dr. George 


J. Bernays, an early St. Louis 
physician, and a sister of Dr. 
Augustas C. Bernays, noted here 


and abroad as a surgeon. One of 
her principak literary works was 
the writing of the memoirs of her 
brother, who died in 1907, the work 
being issued later by a medical 
publishing house. 

Translated German Plays. 

The first literary works of Miss 
Bernays to be published here were 
geome of her letters from abroad 
which appeared in the old St. Louis 
Republic. She followed with con- 
tributions to the then-existent 
Reedy’s Mirror, articles in German 
in the Westliche Post, and trans- 
lated for American publication 
articles on philosophy appearing in 
German magazines. She translated 
in addition a number of German 
plays and the librettos of musical 
productions performed here. 

Born in Highland, fll, she was 
educated at McKendree College, 
and soon after went: to Germany, 
where her parents were born, and 
where both her father and brother 
received medical training. It had 
been her custom throughout her 
later life to make annual visits to 
Europe. She was versed in Ger- 
man, French and Italian. 

Always active in the interests of 
woman's suffrage, she issued in 
December, 1911, what she termed 
her “decalogue of woman. suf- 
frage,” a statement which received 
wide publicity. In it she advocated 
equal rights for women in educa- 
tion, guardianship of children and 
employment, as well as freedon: 


of the ballot; abolition of sweat 
shops, smoke in cities, and white 
slave traffic; regulation of child 


labor and ‘‘minimizing of the drink 
evil without interfering with per- 
sonal liberty.” 

Was Interested in Art. 

Miss Bernays was actively inter- 
ested in art, and was a member of 
the jury on arts and crafts in the 
St. Louis World’s Fair of 1904. 
She was a member of the board 
of directors of the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild for several years. She col- 
lected paintings, and a number cf 
canvasses owned by her are now on 
display at the Brooklyn Museum 
of Art:' On her latest visit to 
Europe, she commissioned Herman 
Haller,. sculptor, of Zurich, Switz- 
erland, to do a bronze bust of Dr. 
A. C. Bernays, to be presented 
to the Missouri Historical Society. 

She had a number of literary 
proteges, one of them being Zoe 
Akins, widely known Missouri play- 
wright. 

Surviving her are a brother, 
Walter Bernays, who lives’ in Eu- 
rope, a niece and two nephews, 
one of whom, Eric Bernays, lives 
at 14 North Kingshighway boule- 
vard. Funeral services will he 
held .in New Yorke City, after 
which the body will be cremated 
and the ashes buried in a family 
plot in Bellefontaine Ceimetery.

Vincent, Anthony and Joseph 
Filipello, brothers of Mrs. Sardo, 
who lived with their parents. at-

tified that Yrom 20 to 45 minutes 
elapsed before fire apparatus ap- 
peared, and that another 15 min- 
utes passed before a boy of the 
neighborhood raised a ladder to a 
window of the room where Mr: and 
Mrs, Sardo died. Meanwhile, they 
said, the firemen leisurely went 
about making hose connéctions. 

Frank. Woods, 5124 Shaw, de- 
clared the firemen “took 10 or 15 
minutes to turn on the water and 
didn’t seem to -care whether they 
put out the fire or not.” Hés wife, 
Anna, testified, ‘The firemen could 
have saved those people; they just 
hemmed, and hawed around for 15 
minutes.”’ 

Vincent and Anthony Filipello 
testified they implored firemen to 
Save Mr. and’ Mrs. Sardo and were 
rebuked with the sarcastic ques- 
tion, “Why don’t you go up?” Jo- 
seph Filipello said a fireman asked 
him if he had “a shot of whisky” 
while they were begging him to 
place a ledder. After a ladder 
was placed, they said, Joseph 
started to climb up, but was pulled 
down by firemen. 

Tried to Attack Fireman, 


Cross-examined, Vincent admit- 
ted he had seized a piece of iron 
pipe intending to attack the fire- 
men and was restrained by spec- 
tators. 

Questiontd about. complaints 
Friday, Capt. Joseph Nuelle of En- 
gine Co. No, 35 told reporters he 
had forbidden his men to enter the 
building, declaring that when they

The warfare was begun in De- 
cember, according to the neighbor- 
hood chroniclers, when T. J. Ryan 
opened a modified self-service plan 
at 3260 South Kingshighway, un- 
der the slogan of “Ryan’s—The 
Better Way.” With eight elec- 
trically operated pumps and a stafr 
of 10 persons, three of them wom- 
en, the new station began to offer 
24-hour service. 

At that station the motorist en- 
tered at the south entrance to the 
station, purchased as many gal- 
lons as his tank would hold for the 
9-cent rate. Going to the pump, 
he would run the fuel into his own 
tank from the globe where the req- 
uisite amount had been run in 
while he got his car in position. 
For women drivers, attendants did 
the work. 

Motorists began te try it out, in 
such numbers that as many as 
1200 a day, as compared to 125 
at the ordinary station, began pat- 
ronizing the atation. Motor cycle 
officers were directed to keep 
traffic clear. 

Two independents became com- 
petitors. The Stelk Oil Co. station 
at 3300 South Kingshighway, al- 
ready a cut-rate place, came down 
to the Ryan level. The Stelk firm, 
which operates six other stations 
in St. Louis, says that it can keep 
in business with six pumps and 
make a one-fourth cent profit on 
each gallon of gasoline. It has

The Trackage Oil Co. station at 
3538 South Kingshighway also 
came down to the 9-cent rate at 
its station, holding that it was bet- 
ter to sell at its exact cost and 
mark time. It operates three other 
stations without cut rates, and, like 
its two predecessors on Kingshigh- 
way, has a steady stream of cus- 


‘tomers for its four pumps and at- 


tendants., 

Both of the latter independents 
look forward to “normal” times 
again, but Ryan isn’t so sure. He 
says that the self-service business 
is controlled by the Jenkins Vulcan 
Spring Co. of Richmond, Ind., that 
he has exclusive rights in St. Louis, 
and that his business isto sell gas- 
oline and make a profit. He points 
to an arrangement whereby gaso- 
line is run into storage tanks from 
tank cars on a nearby siding, with 
only slight cost. His instruction 
booklet issued to motorists says 
that he will supply “‘highest pos- 
sible quality oils to the greatest 
possible number at the lowest pos- 
sible price. 

Meanwhile, eight or more sta- 
tions owned principally by the large 
companies, on South Kingshigh- 
way boulevard, offering their gas- 
oline at 15.9 and 18.9 cents are 
keeping their prices and chins up, 
and are doing a lot of watchinug.

Dies in Bed at Tucson 


“Col. Billy” Breakenridge, 
Once Deputy Sheriff of 
Tombstone, Ariz. ; Didn’t 


Shoot First, and Often 


Made Friends of Outlaws 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

TUCSON, Ariz., Jan. 31 —Col. 
William M. Breakenridge,. famous 
a hatf century ago as Deputy Sher- 
iff at Tombstone, died here today. 
Like the late Wyatt Earp, Tomb- 
stone's famous United States Mar- 
shal, “Col. Bill” lived to a ripe 
age, and died in bed. 

» Unlike Wyatt Earp and his three 
brothers, who waged a warfare of 
extermination on the bad men of 
Tombstone, Col. Billy cultivated 
their fgyendship. Curly Bill and 
John Ringo, leaders of outlawry, 
let Breakenridge into their camp, 
and even consented on occasion to 
submit to arrest by him. 

One year, when the County Col- 
lector had unusual difficulty in 
collecting taxes, and it looked as if 
theye would be no money to pay 
county expenses, Sheriff Johnny 
Behan sent Breakenridge out to see 
what he could do. The Deputy 
Sheriff rode straight to Curly 
Bill’s hangout in San Simon Val- 
ley, and approaching the outlaw, 
said, “I need you to help me round 
up these taxes.” Curly, with a 
loud snort of surprise, ordered the 
drinks for his visitor, then saddled 
his horse, buckled on his sixshoot- 
er and rode out with Breaken- 
ridge on what proved to be a very 
productive collection tour. 


Tricking the Outlaws. 

When a particularly fine horse 
was stolen from the superintendent 
of the Contention silver mine, 
Sheriff Behan sent Breakenridge 
out after it. The deputy learned 
that the horse had been taken to 
Curly Bill’s camp, and he _ rode 
there, arriving at sundown. He 
accepted Curly’s invitation to stay 
all night, and he even got Curly’s 
permission to take the horse back 
to its owner in the morning. This 
was too much for som? of Curly’s 
comrades, and they ‘started after 
Breakenridge, determined to take 
the horse from /him. 

Col. Billy’s own horse was not 
very fast. When he saw the men 
rag Curly’s camp bearing down 

im, he stopped in the wake of 
a freight wagon, and made an-in- 
credibly quick change of saddle 
from his horse to the stolen an- 
imal, which he had been leading. 
Once ‘on the  superintendent’s 
horse, he soon left the outlaws far 
behind. Returning later on an- 
other horse, he got his own an- 
imal, which the outlaws had not 
chosen to take. 
Told Own Story in “Helldorado.” 

Col. Billy’s story of his career 
was told in his own book, ‘“Hell- 
dorado,” published in 1928. He fig- 
ured also in “Tombstone,” a 
chronicle of the same period. In 
“Helldorado,”’ Col. Billy explained 
that if was not his practice to shoot 
first, but that, nevertheless, he had 
brought in many a bad man. “I’ve 
shared blankets with a cattle thief 
who knew I was a deputy sheriff,” 
he said, “and have talked him into 
going to jail next morning; but I'd 
take no chances like that with th®se 
shoot-you-in -the - back gangsters 
that we havé Lowadays.”’ 

Though YDreakenridge and his 
boss, Sheriff Behan, co-operated 
with the Earp brothers in some 
law and order movements, they 
were not usually on the best of 
terms with the Earps. There was 
almost necessarily, a difference in 
method between the county offi- 
cers, who depended upon local poli- 
tics for"their jobs, ar 1 the Federal 
Marshal's crew. The Earps killed 
several of the Clanton gang in a 
street battle at the O K_ corral, 
and ‘two of the Earps were 
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shot in later acts of retaliation. 
Doc Holliday, a straight shoot- 
er of the Earp fellowing and no 
friend of the Sheriff, was hunted 
through the streets of Tombstone, 
after the Clanton fight, by Frank 
Stillwell. Stillwell was out of luck 
that night, for he ran into Billy 
Breakenridge first. 

“Put Up Your Gun and Go Home.” 
“Frank,” said Breakenridge, 
“it’s too late to shoot anybody to- 
night. You put up your gun and 
g0 on home,” and he saw that 
Stillwell went. Soon Doc Holli- 
day came along, and Breakenridge 
saw, with not unalloyed feelings of 
satisfaction, that he had saved 
the life of a man for whom he 
had no particular use. Holliday 
and Wyatt Earp soon after trailed 
Stillwell to Tucson and killed him. 
In his book, Breakenridge re- 
lated that he ran away from his 
Wisconsin home at the age of 16 
to enlist in the Army. He joined 
the Indian-fighting Third Cavalry, 
and was in the brush with Chief 
Spotted Tail. He reached Tomb- 
stone in 1879, after several years 
of ranching and Pronpecting:

ARMY SERGEANT HELD 
NN FURLOUGH FRAUD 


Charles R. Odle Accused of 
Embezzling U. S, Funds at 
Jefferson Barracks, 


Sergt.?Charles R. Odle, who has 
been in charge of the disbursement 
of cash in the finance office at 
Jefferson Barracks for several 
years, was arrested yesterday by 
agents of the Department of Jus- 
tiee On a wurrant charging him 
with embezzling the funds of the 
Government from the office. 

Odle, according to the investi- 
gators, issued numerous furlough 
orders under fictitious names and 
then collected $46 on each furlough 
for pay and rations for the 30-day 
period of the furlough. He ob- 
tained about $1000 from the funds 
at the barracks through this 
scheme, the investigators say. 

The investigation of Odle was 
requested by Capt. C. E. Gray when 
he noticed payments recorded for 
furloughs in names he had never 
heard. Odle will be tried in Fed- 
eral civil court for the offense 
rather than by courtmartial. The 
offense under the Federal statutes 
is punishable by imprisonment of 
not more than five years or a fine 
of $6000 or both. 


RAINFALL IN LAST 12 MONTHS 
LOWEST ON RECORD IN CITY, 


Precipitation Was 17.93 Inches, or 
20 Inches Below Normal 
Downfall. 


The last 12 months ending yes- 
terday, with precipitation nearly 
20 inches below normal, were the 
dryest listed in the city’s records 
which date back to 1837. In Jan- 
uary the precipitation was only .4 
of an inch, whereas the normal 
for the month is 2.34 of an inch. 

The total rain and snow fall for 
the 12 months was 17.93 of an 
inch as compared with an ordi- 
nary average fall of 37.44. The 
aridity of the period is approached 
only by the 12 months ending Jan. 
81, 1872, when the downfall was 
21.49 inches, 

The past month, while milder 
than usual, set no record in that 
respect with an average daily tem- 
perature of 37.6 degrees. However, 
the figure was 6.5 degrees above 
normal and only three Januarys 
since 1900, those of 1914, 1921 
and 1923, have been warmer,

Loss Due to Decline in 
Farm Land Values, Bank 
Failures and Depression 
of Security Market. 


Depreciation of farm land values, 
bank failures and a depressed se- 
curity market combined to cause 
the Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co. of St. Louis to charge off its 
books $1,700,000, it was disclosed 
in the thirty-ninth annual report 
to stockholders issued yesterday. 

Nearly all the farm lands from 
which the company took @ loss are 
in Southeast Missouri. The bank 
losses were suffered in failure of 
the Bank of Tennessee and Bank 
of Kentucky last year. The com- 
pany had a deposit of $870,000 in 
the Bank of Tennessee, secured in 
part by bonds, which will reduce 
the loss about $400,000. 

Rogers Caldwell, president of the 
Bank of Tennessee, was a‘director 
of the Missouri State Life, and his 
father, James E: Caldwell, Ten- 
nessee banker, was chairman of 
the board. They have retired from 
the board and control of the com- 
pany now is centered in St. Louis. 

The deposit in the Bank of Ken- 
tucky amounted to $130,000, and 
although this has been. chargéd 
off, the company hopes to recover 
some of it through reorganization 
or liquidation of the bank. Simi- 
larly the company expects to re- 
cover part of the loss taken in 
farm lands under a plan now in 
operation by which the larger 
tracts are being subdivided and sold 
as smaller farms at prices higher 
than could. be obtained for ‘the 
large tracts. 

The company, which has $1,250,- 
600,000 insurance in force, has its 
home office building at Fifteenth 
and Locust streets. Its statement 
shows assets of $151,600,000 after 
the readjustment, and, in addition, 
@ reserve \of $1,204,000 for real es- 
tate and mortgage loans. Among 
the company’s assets are $80,367,- 
242 of bonds and real estate first 
mortgages; $14,542,600 in real es- 
tate, and $36,850,000 loans to pol- 
icy holders. Against the assets are 
$135,697,000 policy reserves, and 
a surplus of $8,312,000 for the pro- 
tection of policy holders, The 
company: has annual premium in- 
come of $29,730,000, and total in- 
come of $40,559,000. 

Hillsman Taylor, recently re- 
elected president, said the com- 
pany’s investment in farm lands 
represented less than 5 per cent of 
its holdings and in another year or 
two this proportion would be 
smaller. He added that 60 per cent 
of the company's real estate was 
improved city property, most of 
which yields satisfactory returns. 
E. D. Nims of St. Louis, former 
president of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co., is the new chairman 
of the board.

WASHINGTON, J Jan. $1.—An at- 
tack on the expenditures by the 
Senate Campaign Funds Investi- 
gating Committee was made today 
in the House by Chairman Under- 
hill of the Accounts Committee. 
Although not mentioning the name 
of the chairman, Senator Nye of 
North Dakota, the Massachusetts 
member called attention of the 
House to the cOmmittee’s expendi- 
tures as feported in the Congres- 
sional Record. 
Saying $1,600,000 had been ex- 
pended in the last year in the Nye 
and other Senate investigations, 
Underhill declared “they got no- 
where, accomplished nothing and 
returned nothing to the taxpay- 
ers.”

Meyer and Wagner likened the 
questions Brookhart would pro- 
pound to those which might be 
put to a judgeship nominee con- 
cerning a decision he cxpected to 
make in a case pending before the 
court to which the man was ap- 
pointed. 

Wagener said Meyer’s attitude re- 
garding the reserve system could 
wait until the Glass banking sub- 
committee investigating the admin- 
istration of the reserve and na- 
tional banking acts called him for 
questioning. 

Brookhart and Senator Fletcher, 
(Dem.), Florida, questioned the 
nominee at length regarding specu- 
lation in Wall Street. 

Mania of the Whole Country. 

Meyer termed it a “mania” in- 
dulged in by the whole country. 

Meyer answered general ques- 
tions regarding the reserve system. 
He said he regarded its chief func- 
tion to supply an elastic currency 
and seasonal funds as business ex- 
panded or contracted. He added 
he thought the board had done its 
best to warn people against the 
orgy of speculation, but added some 
people don’t want to be warned. 

Meyer denied charges that he 
was responsible for three joint 
stock ‘land banks going into re- 
ceivership during his two years’ 
service on the Farm Loan Board, 
from 1927 to 1929. 

One of the banks, that at Kansas 
City, he said, went into receiver- 
ship before he went on the loan 
board. The other two, at Cin- 
cinnati, and Milwaukee, he added 
were practically bankrupt, before 
he became’a member. The board 
today, in his opinion, is on a sound 
basis. 


DENIES CHARGES FOUR HOURS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Her- 
bert J. Hagerman, former territo- 
rial Governor of New Mexico, tes- 
tified for more than four hours 
before the Senate Indian Commit- 
tee today in refutation of charges 
that led the Senate to eliminate his 
Salary as special Indian Commis- 
sioner from the Interior Depert- 
ment appropriation bill. : 

Hagerman vigorously de‘ended 
his record from the time he was 
appointed commissioner for the 
Navajos in 1923, reiterating his etn- 
phatic denial of accusations mwnade 
by Senator Frazier (Rep.), North 
Dakota, in the Senate, and by John 
Collier, secretary of the American 
Indian Defense Association, in con- 
nection with Indian oil leases. 

He was closely questioned by 
Senators Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana; Pine (Rep.), Oklahoma, and 
Frazier. There were several sharp 
verbal clashes between Hagerman 
and Wheeler, who did most of the 


questioning. Senator Bratton 
(Dem.), New Mexico, occasionally 
interposed. 


Herbert J. Spinden, curator of 
ethnology of the Brooklyn Museum 
and president of the Eastern Asso- 
ciation on Indian Affairs, and Mrs. 
Joseph I. Smith, a field worker 
for the association, testified in be- 
half of Hagerman.

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ST. LOUIS LIKELY T0 BE 
WORLD ORCHID CENTER 


Three Additional Greenhouses 
Built at Gray Summit, Dr. 
Moore Reports, 


The prospect of St. Louis becom- 
ing a world center for the crea- 
tion of new orchid types—just as 


it now leads in tropical water Ifllies 
—is strikingly indicated in the an- 
nual report of Director George T. 
Moore of Shaw's Garden. 

England, with its moist climate, 
even temperatures, high botanical 
traditions and sources of “raw ma- 
terial” in an adventurous people 
and enormous tropical possessions, 
still is the acknowledged center of 
orchid hybridization. The climate 
of this part of the world is unfa- 
forable to growing orchids from 
the seed. But American orchidol- 
Ogists were forced to attempt it 
by an embargo against importation 
a few years ago, and Shaw’s Gar- 
den has accomplished it with a 
success which has attracted na- 
tional attention. 

The medal-winning process of 
growing seedling orchids developed 
by Mrs. Elinor Alberts Linder of 
the garden staff has expanded its 
orchid collection so rapidly, Dr. 
Moore reported, as to require con- 
struction of three additional green- 
houses last summer in the famous 
orchid “range” at Gray Summit. 
Even with 11 orchid houses, ag at 
present, Dr. Moore.remarked, the 
collection might outgrow its ac- 
commodations within seven years. 

Flowering Trees Planted. 

Already, he related, the process 
has produced no less than 20,000 
seedling hybrids of the ornate Cat- 
tleyas alone, from parents of a 
quality that presaged “some most 
satisfactory results.’’ Those results, 
of course, cannot be determined 
until the plants bloom, generally 
seven years from the seed. 
Particular attention was paid last 
year to spray orchids, with the re- 
sult that vigorous seedlings of 
three outstanding species and hy- 
brids of two others are growing, 
said Dr. Moore, with the comment, 
“With the possibility of growing 
1000 or more plants of each of these 
species, some idea may be gained 
of the future orchid shows at the 
garden.” 

Not only in orchids did Dr. 
Moore report progress in develop- 
ment of the 1600-acre Gray Sum- 
mit garden, a task, which, he has 
pointed out, will continue into the 
next generation. Last year 400 
trees of flowering crab apple and 
1000 large-flowered dogwoods were 
planted. Wild rose bushes were 
collected this fall for planting 
along a stone wall on Manchester 
road, and 10,000 infant trees and 
shrubs were transplanted from 
seed beds to the nursery. 

27,000 Bulb Plants. 

At the city garden last fall 
varieties of hyacinth and 134 va- 
rieties of tulips were planted, mak- 
ing a total of 27,000 bulb plants 
to bloom this spring. In the Lin- 
‘naean garden were planted 4000 
irises in 50 landscape varieties, and 
167 new iris varieties were added 
to the iris test garden, making a 
total of 1238 named varicties. 

Three greenhouses were built 
during the year. Attendance was 
392.642 for the year, culminating 
as usual in the chrysanthemum 
show, which was seen by 60,384 
persons. 

Dr. Moore discussed at length 
the disastrous effects or the worst 
drouth, following the most severe 
winter, since Henry Shaw estab- 
lished the garden. An

As you know, the middle of the 
field is liable to crowding these 
days, especially with the extensive 
defensive covering which I have so 
often explained.

O such general improvement of 
motor cars, in mechanism, in 
driving and riding comfort and 
in appearance, has been made in 
any one year before as in the mod- 
els that will be displayed in the 
twenty-fourth annual Southwest 
Automobile Show that will open in 
The Arena Buildjngs, in 8t. Louis, 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon and 
continue through Saturday. The 
official ceremony. of opening the 
show is scheduled to begin at 3 
o'clock: in théM¥oyer of the main 
Arena building, It is expected that 
Mayor Victor J. Miller, Walter B. 
Weisenburget, president of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, and 
others, will take part in the cere- 
mony, which is to be broadcast 
over KMOX from 3:30 to 4 o’clock. 

The show has been planned to be 
the greatest, in area devoted to ex- 
hibits and number of cars dis- 
played, that has ever been held 
West of New York. It will vie with 
the New York shown the number 
of cars shown, and in many in- 
stances St. Louis distributers of 
cars will show more models. than 
will be found at shows in other 
cities. The size of The Arena build- 
ings on Oakland avenue permits 
this greater display of models. 

All Makes to Be Shown. 

Every make of automobile rep- 
resented in the St. Louis market 
will be on display, including cars 
in every price class from the Aus- 
tin, Ford and Chevrolet up te the 
16-cylinder Marmon and Cadillac 
lines. In addition, some distrib- 
uters will show open chasses_ to 
permit the public to inspect the 
“works.”’ This will be particularly 
interesting as showing what is 
meant by “free wheeling,” ‘“‘syn- 
chro-mesh gear shift’ and other 
improvements in the mechanism of 
the 1931 lines. 

All of the passenger cars will be, 
shown in the great building to the 
west of The Arena building. This, 
known as the B. building, is 300 
feet long by 300 feet wide, con- 
taining 90,000 square feet of floor 
space. 

Commercial Car Exhibit. 

Another feature of the show will 
be the display of commercial cars. 
This will be a complete truck show, 
the first of the kind held in this 
country in a number of years. 
Leading makes of heavy-duty 
trucks will be shown, as well as 
light delivery cars with panel 
bodies or special bodies. These will

HE school children of St.

The 
management of the show has 
extended an invitation to all pu- 
pils of the public schools to go 
to the show between $3 o'clock 
and 5 o’clock. Pupils and the 


teachers accompanying them 
are to’ be admitted free of 
charge. 


This invitation has been ac- 
cepted by Dr. Henry J. Gerling, 
superintendent of public schools, 
and transmitted by him to the 
principals of all the schools. 

It is expected that 40,000 to 
50,000 children from all grades, 
except the kindergartens, will be 
guests on this occasion of the 8t. 
Louis. Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation. 


for the use of merchants by the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. and the Ford 
Motor Co. and the Austin delivery 
car. There will be a complete 
showing of Graham, Hug, Federal, 
Dodge and Reo trucks. Caterpil- 
lar tractors will be displayed in 
three models, and there will be 
special showings by several of the 
body-building companies of bodies 
for special purposes. There will 
also be a display of motorcycle de- 
livery cars. 

In this department there will also 
be the display of the Missouri 
Highway Commission of the De- 
partment of Highways of the State. 
This is a panoramic picture, 120 
feet long, of scenes painted from 
old-time photographs of ‘places 
along Highway No. 40 between St. 
Louis and Kansas City. The Com- 
mission has spent much time and 
money on. this. 

It is expected aiso that in the 
accessory division all of the old 
cars dating back of 1910, which will 
be in the parade Monday, may be 
seen, These cars are in themselves 
a concise history of the develop- 
ment of the motor car industry 
from 1897 to 1910. One was built 
in 1897, another in 1903. 

Accessory Display. 

The many exhibits ‘of accessor- 

ies, parts, supplies, tools and

Novel Decorations. 

In The Arena backgrounds, 
hangings and festoonings have 
been placed so as to give a gala at- 
mosphere in the immense space. In 
the B building, where the passen- 
ger cars are shown, the decora- 
tions consist of a panoramic paist- 
ing more than 1200 feet in Jength 


which surrounds the building, cov-. 


ering the side walls. This painting; 
cut up into sections, is of scenes in 
Holland, with characteristic Dutch 
atmosphere. There are dykes and 
farms and a view of the Zuyder 
Zee and here and there great wind- 
mills. In this building, 200 candle- 
power lamps shining through a 
light-blue sky celling like twinkling 
stars, and strings of 50-watt lights; 
give a lighting effect as brilliant, 
if not more so, than daylight. 

The decoration of the Arena 
building proper is in line and in 
harmony with those in the west 
building. 

Free Parking Space. 

One advantage!’ of holding the 
Automobile Show in the Arena 
building is the fact that there is 
ample free parking space for au- 
tomobiles inside the Arena grounds. 
All of the space for parking has 
been covered with cinders to pre- 
clude muddy driving or walking 
and the cinders have been rolled. 
The East Building, containing 90,- 
000 square feet, will be given over 
for parking for those who prefer 
to have their cars indoors at a 
nominal charge. All other park- 
ing will be free. 

The show will be open each day 
after today, from 11 a. m. to il 
Dp. m. 

There is a cafeteria for those 
who want luncheons or evening 
dinner at the show. very con- 
venience for the accommodation 
and comfort of visitors has been

Head of Willys-Overland 
“More Than Optimistic” 
for 1931 Business. 


What about the automobile busi- 
ness for 19317 Possibly no ques- 
tion will be asked more often or 
answered as many different 
ways than during the current eau- 
tomobdile shows. 

So far as general conditions hav- 
ing a direct bearing on sales and 
particularly as far as Willys-Over- 
land is concerned, I feel mere toe 
optimistic. 

There are a number of underly- 
ing and basic facts which in them- 


: selves augur well for the new year. 


In the first place, the automobile 
industry in 1930 produced and 


sold a slightly lesser number of 
cars thanin1925. However, in the 
five intervening years our popula- 
tion increased over 7,000,000. In 
this same period our standards of 
living increased materially. In 
other words, with a greater pur- 
chasing power through this in- 
crease in our population and «4 
greater urge to buy, temporary 
conditions have served, for the 
time being only, to reduce con- 
sumption. 

Problems for Many Car Owners. 

In the past year there were vir- 
tually hundreds of thousands of car 
owners in the United States who, 
under normal conditions, would 
have purchased new cars. Instead 
they have continued to operate 
their present cars. As we come 
into the first quarter of 1931, a 
large number of these will face a 
problem which they can solve in 
one of two ways. Their present 
cars will require considerable me- 
chanical work and replacenwent of 
tires, storage batteries and other 
parts to put them into first-class 
running shape so as to give the 
owners sOme assurance of satis- 
factory service. This will call for 
the outlay of more or less money 
for service work, new parts and 
equipment, 

The other solution is for the 
owner to trade in his present car 
on a new automobile. I am in- 
clined to believe that a big ma- 
jority of owners who find them- 
selves in this situation will take 
the second alternative and pur- 
chase a new car. Thus, the re- 
pigcement of old with new cars 
during the present year will be 
more than a normal replacement 
volume, for it should combine in 
one 12-month period the normal 
yearly volume from this source as 
well as some part of the accumu- 
lated carry-over from 1930. 

In 3trong Position. 

So far as Willys-Overiand is con- 
cerned, we are entering the new 
year with greater strength and in 
@ more secure position than at any 
time in the past 10 years. Our ex- 
ecutives, department heads and 
field organization are all compara- 
tively young and aggressive men. 
However, they have had years of 
experience in the automobile in- 
dustry. Many of them have come 
up through the ranks, and their 
past experience gives them a view- 
point to ideally meet present day 
conditions and to analyze and solve 
the problems of their various de- 
partments. If, as so many leaders 
have expressed themselves in the 
past few months, the obtaining of 
business during the coming year 
will depend on aggressive and con- 
structive selling, then we have a 
wonderful asset in our present per- 
sonnel, 

Willys-Overland entered the 
present year with cash and securi- 
ties of over $5,000,000. We have 
no bank indebtedness of any kind. 
During the past year we retired 
approximately $1,000,000 of bonds 
and an additional $1,000,000 of 
preferred stock. The expense in- 
curred in the necessary experi- 
mental and development work in 
connection with the 1931 line of 
Willys cars has also been written 
off. Thus, from a financial stand- 
point, we enter the new year in ex- 
cellent condition. 

Further, we have no great carry- 
Over of materials for the models 
which were:replaced by our new 
line. Thus, we face no “clean-up.” 
Our dealers and distributers can 
devote all oftheir energy and time 
to the selling of our new cars.

President of Buick Finds

Although tHe industrial horizon 
at this moment is somewhat ob- 
secure, there ig more than a little 
evidence that indicates a promis- 
ing outlook for the new year. Cer- 
tainly the automotive industry has 
a better perspective of its surround- 
ings,and the road ahead than it 
haa at,this time last year. 

While it is beyond the ability of 
any individual to accurately fore- 
east the future, especially in mod- 
@rn, competitive business, yet we 
Know from past experience that 
certain signs mean certain definite 
turns in the road ahead. As the 
year develops we will find, I be- 
eve, more and more of these signs 
indicating an upturn. 

The automobile has become a 
fundamental necessity in this coun- 
try. It ranks with food, shelter 
and clothing. When it is ex- 
pended it must be replaced, just as 
we replace an outworn suit of 
clothes with a new one, This re- 
placement market is of constantly 
increasing importance to the auto- 
mobile business; in fact, it is the 
major factor in automobile mer- 
chandising. 

Replacement Demand Seen. 

For the past 15 months the mo- 
toring public has been wearing out 
automobiles faster than it has been 
replacing them. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of cars on the 
highways today that have outworn 
their usefulness, that are no longer 
economical to operate and consti- 
tute a possible hazard to other ve- 
hicles. 

This can have but one result— 
with the improvement in general 
business conditions, the automotive 
industry will probably face a tre- 
mendous demand for new cars. 

The American Automobile Asso- 
clation recently made an exhaus- 
tive survey of the 23,000,000 auto- 
mobiles that are operated on our 
highways today, and, from _ this 
survey, estimated that approxi- 
mately 8,000,000 of these cars are 
outworn. 

Sooner or later, this demand 
must make itself felt and, since it 
is increasing every day, it is rea- 
sonable to assume that the sup- 
pression of automobile buying can- 
not be sustained much longer. Ac- 
tual need for new transportation, 
if no other reason—and there are 
Many apparent other reasons— 
should improve the automobile 
market within the very near fu- 
ture, 

Money Here to Buy New Cars. 

That there is money available 
for new cars is evidenced by the 
fact that the.total savings deposits 
in this country at close of the last 
fiscal year stood at about $28,485,- 
000,000 made up by approximately 
52,769,000 depositors. 

Considering these figures in 
their relation to the 8,000,000 worn 
out cars that are still in service, 
the automobile industry finds one 
of the signs pointing to an upturn 
within the coming year. 4nd, since 
the automobile industry is one of 
the keystones in our national eco- 
nomic structure, every increase in 
its activities will be profitably re. 
flected in other lines of business. 

The new Buick straight eight 
has held 40 to 60 per cent of its 
price class business since it was 
introduced and we enter the new 
year confident of maintaining this 
leadership in an increasingly ac- 
tive market. 


Ford's Production 
13,611,000 Cars and 
Trucks in 10 Years 


The Ford Motor Co. in the 10 
years from 1921 to 1930, inclusive, 
produced 13,611,000 cars and 
trucks, an average of 1,861,100 
units in each year, according to 
the statistics available on this com- 
pany’s operations in the decade. 

During this 10-year period, the 
entire automotive industry turned 
out 88,488,521 motor vehicles, of 
which the Ford Motor Co. built 
35.2 per cent, 

Ford in 1921 produced 1,012,000 
units. 

Ford in 1930 turned out 1,500,- 
000 units, equivalent to 43 per cent

“Many businesses may find that 
effort directed toward making their 
truck operations more efficient in 
1931 will have a wholesome effect 
on their profits.

Their aim is 
to find, and make available to him, 
practical methods which may help 
him lower truck costs, improve his 
delivery or distributive service, and 
expand his business. 

“The surveys have clearly shown 
that efficient truck operation is 
one of the major factors upon 
which business profits, in a meas- 
ure, depend. In fact, the surveys 
reveals that in many lines of busi- 


is greater than, net profits. 

For example, in the wholesale 
bakery industry, almost 15 cents 
out of every dollar that the baker 
receives from the consumer goes 
toward the combined activities of 
sales and deliveries to his retail 
outlets. Delivery expense, in the 
case of distribution of oils and 
gasoline, is usually 15 per cent to 
30 per cent of the distributor's to- 
tal cost of doing business.

“Even in the retail) delivery of 
groceries where delivery expense 
averages only about 3 per cent of 
the retailer’s gross margin, this 
3 per cent is larger than his av- 
erage net profit of 2 per cent of 
his gross margin. Similarly, the 
delivery expense of department and 
dry goods stores frequently is larg- 
er than their net profit. 

“In general wholesaling, delivery 
expense constitutes about 8 to 16 
cents out of every dollar the whole- 
saler expends in operation of his 
business.”’

Sears, Roebuck Products Pop- 
ularity Increases 300 Per 
Cent in 2 Years. 


From a research laboratory to a 
position among the leaders in one 
of the country’s biggest industries 
in less than six years is the record 
of Allstate tires, made for Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., and sold through 
that company’s mail order and re- 
tail organizations in all parts of 
the United States. 

The 15,000,000th Allstate was 
sold in January, according to an 
announcement a few days ago by 
the company’s national merchan- 
dise department. It is only 655 
months since the sale of the first 
Allstate, in May, 1926. 

At the first of the year, the com- 
pany reduced Allstate tire prices 
14% per cent lower than the price 
level of a year ago. The tires now 
sell for less money than at any 
time since they have been on the 
market. 

After months of laboratory and 
highway experimentation, Sears, 
Roebuck agpnounced the develop- 
ment of a new tire in the spring of 
1926. To select a name, a nation- 
wide contest was held and $25,000 
in prizes offered. Two million per- 
sons submitted names and the con- 
test is said to have attracted more 
participants than any merchandise 
naming contest ever held. The 
name ‘“‘Alistate,” which won first 
prize, was submitted by Hans Si- 
monson of St. Louis. 

A survey conducted recently by 
one of the nation’s largest state 
universities showed that Allstates 
have grown in popularity almost 
300 per cent in two years. 
Although the 344 retail stores 


are of three sizes and classifica- 
tions, tires and tubes are sold in 
every store. They are also fea- 
tured items in each of the com- 


pany’s 10 mail order plants.

De luxe body types, most of 
which have been introduced within 
the last year, feature the exhibit 
of Ford cars in the automobile 
show here. Mounted on the model 
A chassis, these de luxe cars offer 
a wide range of body types that af- 
ford comfort, luxury and beauty 
for the owner of a low-price car. 

From the rustiess steel cowl 
lights to the quality upholstery, 
satin finish hardware, toggle grips, 
robe rails, dome lights and other 
refinements, the de luxe Fords 
reflect the tastes of discriminating 
motorists. 

Newest among the de luxe Fords 
is the Victoria which is built along 
entirely new lines with a slanting 
windshield, light tan top and rear 
quarters and a body which curves 
gracefully out and down from the 
belt line at the rear. The spare 
wheel carried at an angle on the 
rear, the glistening cowl lights 
and the absence of an exterior sun 
visor add to the striking effect of 
the car. The individual front seats 
fold forward. The rear seat is 
wide and comfortable with an arm 
rest at either end. A depression 
in the floor ‘of the rear compart- 
ment gives ample leg room. 

Besides the Victoria, the Ford de 
luxe group includes the town sedan 
with three windows, the de luxe 
sedan with two windows, the con- 
vertible cabriolet, a coupe, a phae- 
ton and a roadster. The délosed 
cars are upholstered in either Bed- 
ford cord or mohair nf a beauty 
and quality which appeal to women 
motorists, while the seats of the 
open cars are of genuine leather. 

In addition to the de luxe cars, 
Ford offers a choice of standard 
body types which are represented 
in the exhibition at the show. These 


include the Tudor, a coach type 
popular as a family car; the For- 
dor, a threé-window eedan; the 
coupe, the sport coupe with rumble 
seat, the phaeton and the roadster. 
There is also a station wagon with 
seats for eight. 

With the exception of the ad- 
dition of de luxe cara, thefe are 
no radical changes in models. In 
accordance with the company’s 
policy, improvements are incorpo- 
rated in the car as they are de- 
veloped and no radical changes are 
decided on until it is determined 
that they are fundamentally sound 
enough to be more or less pérma-~- 
nent. 

Model A Improvements. 

Hence, while the model A ig es- 
sentially the same as it was last 
year, it has nevertheless been im- 
proved in many respects. Fend- 
ers, running board shields and 
other enameled parts which are 
most likely to be scratched .or 
marred are treated with a rust 
preventive before they are paint- 
ed. Triplex shatter-proof wind- 
shields are now made with plate 
giass to improve vision. The in- 
strument panel is newly designed 
and is indirectly lighted. Hub caps 
are reinforced and there are nu- 
merous other improvements which 
contribute to the longer life of the 
car. 

Rustless steel, which was intro- 
duced in Ford cars a year ago, con- 
tinues to be one of their outstand- 
ing features. 

Other features are the five steel- 
spoke wheels, each of which is 
electrically welded into a_ single 
piece, the Houdaille double-acting 
shock absorbers; the more than 20 
ball and roller béarings, atid the 
numerous steel forgings. 


Auburn Models 
All Built With 
Free Wheeling 


Silent Mesh Gears Another 
Feature in New Line of 
Straight Eights. 


Offering such features as silent- 
mesh synchronized transmission, 
free-wheeling, bridge-type frame 
construction, underslung- spring 
mounting, automatie chassis lubri- 
cation and new body and radiator 
designs, the Auburn Automobile 
Co. is displaying a new line at the 
show through the Auburn St. Louis 
Co. It is- known as the §-98. 

Through the use of underslung 
springs in front and new type dou- 
ble drop frame construction, the 
highest model in the line étands 
only 68 inches. This is approxi- 
mately four inches lower’ than 
present-day rear-drive automobiles. 

The engine is a straight eight, 
developing 98 horsepower at 3400 
P.. 2 a. . 

A new type carburetor is used. 
A suction control economizer has 
been introduced which automati- 
cally richens the mixture for rapid 
acceleration in the low speed 
range. A special throttle and 
choke hookup permits slight open- 
ing of the throttle with the oper- 
ation of the choke, thereby insur- 
ing easy starting. 

The tranmission unit with its 
silent-mesh synchronized gears and 
“free-wheeling’’ device jAhas three 
speeds forward and one reverse. 
The separate “free-wheeling” unit 
at the rear of the transmission 
permits “free-wheeling” in all 
three speeds forward and along 
with it the ease of shifting with- 
out disengaging the clutch from 
first to second and second to third. 

While the radiator design gives 
the appearance of a “V” type it is 
straight front type. The shell is 
in a finish to match the body color 
with a die-cast, chrome-plated zinc 
molding, bringing out the radia- 
tor outline in bold relief. A skirt, 
of similar design, carries out the 
motif of the radiator and extends 
down past the bumper. 

Standard models are equipped 
with dummy radiator shutters and 
de luxe models with automatic 
shutters. 

In building the 8-98, Auburn has 
gone to unsual lengths to attain 
quietness and to eliminate any 
noises that might be transferred 
from the engine to the chassis 
and thence to the body. 

Special asbestos insulation cov- 
ers the exhaust pipe from the 
manifold to a point under the en- 
gine pan. This not only protects 
the carburetor from undue heat, 
but tends to deaden the metallic 
ping. Likewise the muffler is 
completely insulated with a %-inch 
sheet of ffre asbestos and this in- 
cased in a metal covering provid- 
ing insulation for heat as well as 
sound. 


Bantam Austin 
Models Will Be 
Seen at Show 


Makes 40 Miles to Gallon of 
Gas—Five Pints of Oil 
Fill Crankcase. 


The Bantam Austin, which Is 
making its debuts in the shows this 
year, will be exhibited by the Cen- 
tral States Motor Co. 

In the Austin line are a coupe, 
de luxe coupe, roadster, commer- 


cial delivery coupe and panel deliv- 
ery Car. 

The roadster is low, well propor- 
tioned and has a seat wide enough 
to accommodate three ordinary- 
sized persons. The khaki top is 
tailored to fit and harmonizes with 
the body lines. The windshield is 
“V"-shaped and slants back at @ 
rakish angle. The car is finished 
in a two-tone lacquer effect. 

According to the Central States 
Co. the car is capable of maintain- 
ing a speed of 50 miles an hour. 
Expressely designed for the eco- 
nomicaly transportation of one or 
two people, it does 40 miles or 
more to the gallon of gasoline — 
20,000 to 40,000 miles on a set of 
tires, and one filling of motor oil— 
the crankcase holds but five pints 
—is good for approximately 1000 
miles.

Styles Added to 


Chevrolet's Line 


Landau Phaeton, Five Passen- 
ger Coupe and Convertible 
Cabriolet at Show Here. 


Three new body styles of the 
1931 Chevrolet Six were exhibited 
for the first time at the New York 
Automobile Show. They are the 
landau phaeton and will be in the 
St. Louis show today at $650; the 
five-passenger coupe at $595, and 
the convertible cabriolet, at $615. 

The landau phaeton is offered 
for the first time in the lower- 
priced car field. The five-passenger 
coupe is a new model in the Chev- 
rolet line. The three cars are part 
of Chevrolet’s de luxe group and 
bring the total of its line to 12 
body styles. 

The three introduce new Chevro- 
let combinations of colors. The 
landau phaeton appears in black 
with Aurora red wheels and stripe. 
The five-passenger coupe is in Mo- 
hawk brown with roof and rear 
quarters in Elkhorn brown. The 
trim stripe is cream and wheels 
Mohawk brown. The cabriolct is in 
English gray with the upper panel 
in daphnis green, while trim strip 
and wheels are cream. 

The Landau Phaeton. 

The landau phaeton, for five pas- 
sengers, is more of a sedan than a 
phaeton body style, and js an orig- 
inal version of the convertible tour- 
ing car type. It has two doors. The 
top is of canvas material, folding 
into a tailored boot in fair weath- 
er, and with the middle top brace 
entirely removable and carried in 
the rear compartment. All four 
side windows are of the regulator 
type and roll down flush with the 
sills. The rear window is fitted into 
a canvas flap which can be lifted 
inside and pinned to the top. 

The seating arrangement is the 
same as that of the coach. Seat 
backs and cushions are of brown 
leather, the remainder of the inte- 
rior in imitation leather. The rear 
compartment fs provided with arm 
rests and ash trays. 

There is a package compartment 
with a lifting door in the rear. Five 
wire wheels, with the extra carried 
in the rear, and radiator grill and 
cowl lamps are standard equip- 
ment. The windshield folds for- 
ward as in the convertible cabriolet 
with the wiper on the bottom. 
Chromium plating is freely em- 
ployed on radiator grill, cowl 
lamps, windshield braces, rear win- 
dow bands and middle and rear top 
braces, in addition to the radiator 
shell and bumpers. 

The Other Two New Models, 

The five-passenger coupe is a 
two-door enclosed car of the close- 
coupled type with sport treatment 
throughout. Its Fisher body has 
the same practical arrangement as 
in the two-door sedan, affording 
abundant leg room for all passen- 
gers. The upholstery is Bedford 
cord. The right front seat has a 
thin back. The rear deck come 
partment is similar to that on the 
landau phaeton. Special features 
of the interior are an assist cord 
on the right side, arm rests, a spee

ciaYy designed instrument panel 
and curtains in the rear side and 
rear windows. The regular Fisher 
VV windshield is used, but radia- 
tor screen and cowl lights are sim- 
ilar to those on the landau phae- 
ton. Five wire wheels are stand- 
ard with the spare carried in the 
rear. 

The convertible cabriolet Is a 
smart combination of style and 
utility. With the top raised it is a 
comfortable inclosed coupe. With 
the top lowered it becomes a racy 
open roadster. The interior is up- 
holstered in Jeather, as is the rum- 
ble seat. The driver’s seat is ad- 
justable. The instrument. panel is 
of special sport model design. The 
windshield folds forward and has 
the wiper at the bottom. 

The two doors have three hinges 
each. Side windows are of the reg- 
ulator type, rolling down flush with 
the sills, and the rear window folds 
inside and fastens to the top. The 
top material is fabric. 

A cow! ventilator is used, fitting 
flush with the cowl. There is a 
small package opening behind the 
seat. 

Radiator screen, cowl lamps, 
window and windshield frames, 
landau irons and rumble seat as- 
sists are chromium plated. Five 
wire wheels are standard equip- 
ment.

For the Loading and’

Three entirely new lines of Mar- 
mon motor cars, including the Mar- 
mon sixteen, are shown by the 
Archer-Mann Motor Co. Aside from 
the sixteen, two new Marmon 
eights, known as the 70 and the 88, 
in the $1000 and $2000 Yields, re- 
spectively, are being shown for the 
first time. 

The new sixteen makes its formal 
debut at the show after having been 
shown at custom salons and in the 
principal cities. It combines mod- 
ern appearance, comfort and pro- 
jectile body lines with 200-horse- 
power performance. 

The new 70 has an $4-horsepower 
engine, while the new 88 has a 125- 
horsepower plant and is con- 
structed on two wheelbase lengths 
—130 inches for the two and five- 
passenger body styles and 136 
inches for the seven-passenger 
types. : 

The .70 is unmistakably Marmon 
in appearance. Numerous refine- 
ments and modern details have 
been incorporated in the car as a 
whole! Ventilating doors in the 
hood, for. example, replace the 
usual slit-type louvres, and parking 
lights are mounted on the front 
fenders. The Marmon double-dome 
combustion chamber, a patent ap- 
plfed-for design which in itself in- 
creases power 10 per cent, is used 
on the 70, the first time it has been 
incorporated in the engine of a 


ge car of low price. 
e new Marmon 70 is offered 


in four body styles including a full 


five-passenger \sedan, two-passen- 
ger coure, fou.-passenger victoria 
and “ two-passenger convertible 


eoupe. Two-passenger types hayc 
rumble seats and the front seat of 
the sedan is fully adjustable. For 
the convénience of the driver the 
steering column likewise is adjus- 
table for tilt and all controls, in- 
cluding the starter: button, are 
mounted in the center of the steer- 
ing wheel. 

Although the new Marmon 88 is 
a car of generous size and power, 
its flexibility and ease of handling 
have been given emphasis by the. 
use of an improved roller cam and 
lever steering system, a new silent 
second and third steer transmis- 
sion, and a .specially designed 
clutch. 

Eight body styles will be  pro- 
duced initially in 4he Marmon six- 
teen.

The inventor of the microchar- 
acter searched seven years before 
a found @ worker capable of 

nding a diamond accurately 
enough for use in the machine. 

The diamond, which weighs a 
hundredth of a karat, is.a perfect 
corner of a cube which serves as a 
point. It is controlled by a series 
of levers. It ts adjusted to rest on 
the surface ©f the material to be

Improve Looks © 
Of Pontiac Cars 


112-Inch Wheelbase Gives 
Rakish, ‘Close to the Ground’ 
Appearance. 


Freshly styled for 1931 and pre- 
senting new elements of grace, 
comfort and performance, the Pon- 
tiac six is exhibited by the Missis- 
sippi Valley Motor Co. at the auto- 
mobile show. 

Although longer and better pro- 
portioned than before, the big 60- 
horsepower car is offered at a base 
price below the minimum at which 
any Pontiac previously has been 
introduced. 

The longer wheelbase of 112 
inches has permitted the designing 
of Fisher bodies which create a 
“close to the road’’ impression of 
low-swung length. 

Among the external advance- 
ments in the new bodies are: 


‘Chrome-plated screen which con- 


ceals and protects the radiator 
core: curved tie-bar supporting the 
new chrome-plated head lamps; 
longer hood secured by electro- 
plated handle locks; one-piece full 
crown fenders carrying indicator 
lamps similar to those introduced 
last year on the Oakland eight. 

Greater comfort has been  at- 
tained through sealing by felt and 
rubber pads the pedal and control 
openings, through heavy dash insu- 
lation which muffles road and en- 
gine sounds and keeps out motor 
heat, and by a felt-backed front 
floor mat. 

An important factor in eliminat- 
ing noise and at the same time in- 
exeasing riding comfort is found in 
the extensive use of rubber cush- 
ioning throughout the _ chassis. 
The chassis carries this rubber 
compound at more than 40 points. 

The transmission drive has been 
redesigned to include a rubber hub 
of the type that has been success- 
ful on the Oakland. This hub 
forms a barrier against the “tele- 
graphing” of road and axle noises 
to the engine. 

Larger brakes have been 
stalled. 

A new engine device called the 
air silencer, developed by the AC 
Spark Plug Co., eliminates carbu- 
retor and manifold roar during 
high speed operation. 

The 1931 Pontiac is offered in 
six body types, the two and four- 
floor sedan, the four-door custom 
sedan, the standard and _ sport 
coupe and the convertible coupe. 
The latter model is a-new body 
style in the Pontiac line.

It Is Application of Bicycle Coaster Brake 
Principle to the Automobile. ‘ 


By GEORGE KUBLIN. 


There is nothing mysterious or 
complicated about free-wheeling. It 
is the application of the bicycle 
coaster brake _ principle to the 
automobile. 

On a bicycle, the rider pushes on 
the pedals to propel it. The faster 
he pedals, the higher the speed. 
His feet act as does the motor in 
am automobile. When he _ quits 
pedaling, if the bicycle has a 
coaster brake, his feet and legs 
rest and the bicycle coasts on mo- 
mentum. When he resumes pedal- 
ing faster than the bicycle is coast- 
icycle. 
This is the basic principle ’of free- 
wheeling in automobiles. 


There is nothing new to learn in 
operating an automobile with free- 
wheeling. The primary difference 
is actual operation of a car with 
free-wheeling and one without it 
is that the driver can shift all for- 
ward speeds without declutching 
after a car is once in motion. How- 
ever, the effects of free-wheeling 
on the performance and life of the 
car are immeasurable. . 


When a car is rolling and free- 
wheeling is being used, the driver 
can shift from first to second or 
second to third or from third to 
second without touching the clutch 
pedal. When silent mesh’ gears 


are used in conjunction with free- 


wheeling, this can be done silently 


\driver avoids the tiresome 
continuous effort of pushing down 


and without the slightest gear 
clash. This is especially appreci-

Probably the most noticeable ef- 
fect of free-wheeling is the elimi- 
nation of vibration and shock 
caused by de-acceleration of the 
motor. For instance, when the 
driver speeds up the motor of his 
car not equipped with a free-wheel- 
ing unit; and then lifts his foot 
from®the accelerator, the engine 
immediately slows down and acts 
aS a brake, resulting in_ strains 
throughout the car. In a free- 
wheeling equipped car the slowing 
down of the engine does not affect 
the momentum of the car, which 
coasts along smoothly. Hence, 
there is no discomfort to the pas- 
sengers, and the driving mechan- 
ism, such as drive shaft, gears and 
axle, is not subjected to additional 
strain. 


Free-wheeling is the result of ef- 
forts of engineers to improve auto- 
mobile transmissions. We have 
found that improved transmissions 


come from a combination of con- 
stant mesh gears, silent mesh and 
free-wheeling. Without going into 
technicalities, constant mesh gears 
contribute to quietness in the 
gears: silent mesh enables the 
driver to shift gears Instantly with- 
out clashing them, and free-wheel- 
ing gives a smooth, velvety opera- 
tion. 

Ftee-wheeling was used on auto- 
mobiles more than 25 years ago in 
England, where the term § free- 
wheeling was first coined. One of 
our associate engineers in the Au- 
burn Automobile Co., Fred 8. 
Duesenberg, began experiments 
with free-wheeling as early as 1926 
and built and sold a special Due- 
senberg car equipped with this unit 
to R. W. Allen of Kenosha, Wis., 
in October, 1929.

Buick cars are displayed at the 
automobile show by the Willcock- 
son Buick Co. in the widest variety 
of models and the broadest price 
range since the make first went on 
the market 27 years ago. 

Every gne of the 20 models is 
powered with a. astraight-eight 
valve-in-head engine and equipped 
‘with synchro-mesh transmission, 
engine oil temperature regulator, 
carburetor air intake silencer, 
torque tube drive, steering wheel 
road shock eliminator and many 
other advancements, 

These 20 Buick eights are di- 
vided into four series, each series 
differing in the length of wheel- 
base. The smallest of the series 
is the 8-650, which is now offered 
for the first time with the synchro- 
mesh transmission and other big 
car refinements, The six models 
in this series are built on a 114- 
inch wheelbase. The straight-eight 
motor in these 8-50 models devel- 
ops 76% horsepower and has a 
maximum speed in excess of 75 
miles an hour. 

Five models on a 118-inch wheel- 
base compose the 8-60 series and 
these cars have a straight-eight 
motor which develops 90 horse- 
power and gives a speed in excess 
of 80 miles an hour. 

The big cars in the two remain- 
ing series are the four-passenger 
coupe and the five-passenger four- 
door sedan in the 8-80 series on a 
12¢-inch wheelbase, and seven 
models on a 132-inch wheelbase in 
the 8-90 series. The same motor 
is used in all cars in both these 
series; it is a big straight-eight 
valve-in-head motor developing 
104 horsepower and delivering a 
speed of about 85 miles an hour. 

With the synchro-mesh trans- 
mission used in the new’ Buick 
eight it is virtually impossible for 
even @ novice driver to clash 
gears. 

Another feature is the new Buick 
engine oil temperature regulator. 
The high speeds made possible 
with the modern automobile en- 
gine have resulted in higher oil 
temperatures and a consequent 
lowered viscosity. This regulator 
is similar in principle to a radia- 
tor. It is mopnted in a metal cas- 
ing at the water inlet to the cylin- 
der block. 

Power roar has been silenced 
with the new compact attachment 
fitted to the carburetor intake 
which fills the dual mission of 
cleaning and filtering the air and 
eliminating the intake noise. 


Using Engine to Brake. 

Golng down a steep hill in sec- 
ond or low gear is a driving habit 
to acquire even when the road sur- 
face is dry. It is doubly a wise 
precaution to drop back into a low- 
er gear and use the engine as a 
brake at this season when street 
and highway surfaces are such as 
to minimize traction in stopping.

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Its Hydraulic Four-Wheel 
Brakes Are Like Those on 
Chrysler Imperial. 


The new Plymouth body styles 
include four-door sedan, two-door 
sedan, two-passenger coupe with 
rumble seat, business coupe, con- 
vertible coupe with rumble seat, 
roadster, business roadster and 
phaeton..

The. safety steel body with 
French roof and.military front 
made possible by recent develop- 
ments in steel stamping and elec- 
tric welding, is used for .the first 
time on a car af the Plymouth 
price class. Hydraulic shock ab- 
sorbers, which replacé the rebound 
plates on the springs, make for 
“softer” and more comfortable 
riding. 

The horn is mounted on the tie- 
rod in front of the radiator. There 
is an electric gasoline gauge on 
the dash and steering is by a three- 
spoke thin-grip wheel. A water 
pump which replaces the thermo- 
syphon system is mounted in front 
and driven by a V-belt. 

Improvements in valves, cam- 
shaft lifts, carburetion and mani- 
folding have resulted in increasing 
the horsepower from 45 to 48, giv- 
ing better performance, greater 
speed and acceleration. 

That Plymouth is the only car in 
the lowest-price field with four- 
wheel hydraulic brakes, is - made 
possible by Plymouth being the heir 
to the finest features of Chrysler, 
Dodge and De Soto automobiles, ac- 
cording to N. F. Hadley, chief en- 
gineer of the Plymouth Motor Cor.

“The practical operation of this 
principle,” says Hadley, “is to pass 
along to Plymouth cars advance- 
ments and improvements .worked 
our by the engineers responsible for 
the performance, style and depend- 
ability of Chrysler, De Soto and 
Dodge cars.

The. new Dodge six and Dodge 
eight in line exhibited by the Mil- 
strand Motor Co., have lower cen- 
ters of gravity through, lowness and 
lengthened wheel base; ~improved 
performance throiigh efgines of 
increasedl horse power, and a va- 
riety of refinements and improve- 
ments.

A new screen grid tube called 
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the “multi-mu,” said to be a great 
improvement over the standard 
screen grid tube, has been designed 
and is being produced by the Grigs- 
by-Grunow Co. for use in its new 
Majestic receivers. 

This tube, it is said, can be used 
in special circuits to give greater 
amplification, to reduce “hiss” and 
“packground noises” to a surpris- 
ingly low level and to prevent 
“cross-talk” and “modulation dis- 
tortion, in receivers. It is report- 
ed also to make unnecessary the 
use of double volume control] and 
local-distance switches and to give 
better tone quality under all condi- 
tions of reception.

Free wheeling is a transmission 
feature of each of the four new 
lines of Hupmobile cars that are 
shown atthe auto show by the 
Weber Implement and Automobile 
Co. The eight-cylinder models are 
the new Century eight, the model 
C eight, and the 133 horsepower 
eight, the latter being presented in 
standard and custom models. The 
iine is completed by the new 1931 
Hupmobile Century six. 

In addition to free-wheeling, mo- 
tors have been refined and im- 
proved, and body designs changed. 

The Century six now provides 70 
horsepower. Motor refinements in- 
clude: lightweight alloy pistons, 
rubber engine mountings, to insure 
smoothness, drilled connecting rods, 
which provide lubrication for the 
piston pins, a new, heavier crank- 
shaft and pressure lubricated valve 
tappets. This six appears in five 
body styles: two-passenger cabrio- 
let, with rumble seat; five-passen- 
ger phaeton, two-passenger coupe. 
with or without rumble seat; two- 
passenger roadster, with rumble 
seat, and five-passenger four-door 
sedan, 

The Century eight is powered by 
a 90 horsepower motor with re- 
finements to increase power, de- 
crease weight, and insure smoother 
vibrationless operation. The en- 
gine is mounted in rubber. 

The model C eight has a motor 
of 100 horsepower. Both the Cen- 
tury and model C eights are show- 
ing in body styles embodying low- 
er, more sweeping lines. New color 
designs, modernistic fitments and 
hardware and improved upholstery 
are a few body characteristics. 
Four hydraulic shock absorbers in- 
crease riding comfort. 

The new 133-horsepower eight 
has down-draft carburetion as a 
feature of the motor. Lubricating 
oil passes under pressure through 
the radiator, keeping it cool at any 
engine speed. This feature is ex- 
clusive to Hupmobile in America.

The American Red Cross charter 
as a volunteer agency to be fi- 
nanced by, voluntary contributions 
has never before been questioned 


in its 50 years, Mrs. Frank V. 
Hammar said yesterday in a state- 
ment on its refusal of a proposed 
$25,000,000 Congressional appro- 
priation. 
Mrs. Hammar, chairman of the 
St. Louis chapter and member of 
the National Central Committee di- 
recting the $10,000,000 drouth re- 
lief campeign, announced that St. 
Louis contributions amounted to 
$99,720 toward a quota of $229,- 
000. She said total expenditures 
for drouth relief were $3,391,000, 
while the campaign had raised only 
$4,475,983. St. Louisans are send- 
ing gifts to Oliver F. Richards, Red 
Cross treasurer, Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co., Eighth 
and Locust streets.

In every one of these 
chapters the finest and most trust- 
worthy citizens of the community 
are at the head of the Red Cross 
organization. They have gathered 
in the neighbors and friends of 
the people who are suffering from 
hunger. These people have been 
trained since last August when the 


} Red Cross began their organization 


in anticipation of the terrible con- 
dition which is now upon us. 
Urges Prompt Relief. 

“It seems impvdssible to under- 
stand how the Senator from Ar.- 
kansas can be willing to attempt 
to interfere with the American 
Red Cross in its operations when 
his own state has over 550,000 peo- 
ple today under the personal care 
of the Red Cross. We have had 
several communications from the 
Governor of Arkansas stating his 
appreciation of and satisfaction 
with the way his people are being 
cared for by the Red Cross. The 
Same conditions prevail] in Okla- 
homa where the Red Cross is car- 
ing -for about 110,000 people. 

“Of the $5,000,000 appropriated 
by the Red Cross for drouth re- 
lief it has to date spent $2.870.- 
000. In addition to this, ehapters 
have spent $521,000 of funds of 
their own, bringing the total spent 
so far by the Red Cross up to 
$3,391,000. 

“lf the support of the people of 
the United States is withheld from 
the Red Cross, then the Red Cross 
can function only by money com- 
ing from Congress. While polit- 
ical discussions go on, what will 
happen to the helpless and the suf- 
fering?”

Three Classes of Bills. 


The 50 bonus bills before Con- 
gress have been divided into three 
classes by the National Tribune, a 
newspaper which says it speaks 
for veterans of al] wars. These 
classificatidns are as follows: 

1. For payment of all certifi- 
cates at this time at the maturity 
face value. In other words, the 
Government would pay the veter- 
an the full amount due. in 1945 
under the present law. 

2. For payment of part of the 
face value upon application, to be 
a noninterest bearing lien against 
the certificate upon maturity. This 
lien would not affect any loans 
heretofore made, but in making 
any future Joan or renewa) loan 
the part now paid would be de- 
ducted from the face value of the 


certificate. Both of these plans 
provide for bond issues by the 
Treasury. 


3. For payment at any time be- 
tween now and date of maturity, 
with or without the consent of the 
beneficiary, of the amount of ad- 
justed service credit increased by 
25 per cent, with interest at 4 per 
cent a year, compounded from the 
date the certificate was issued. If 
there is a loan against the certifi- 
cate it would be deducted, and the 
certificates and all rights under it 
would be canceled. 

The Garner bill falls in the third 
classification. The Dill bill in the 
Senate is somewhat similar except 
that it provides for paying a frac- 
tion of the 25 per cent, depending 
upon the date of surrender. Con- 
sidering the certificate a paid-up, 
20-year endowment insurance pol- 
icy, Dill propdéses that if the cer- 
tificate is cashed six years after 
date of issuance, or in 1931, the 
holder receives only six-twentieths 
of the 25 per cent added to the 
certificate by the 1925 bonus law. 
By this limitation Dill seeks to pro- 
tect the veteran who would prefer 
not to cash his certificate until 
maturity.

T ven turn out to be one of the 
most fateful in the history of 
the British Empire—perhaps also 
in the history of mankind. It was 
an attempt of an Asiatic race, 
much greater numerically, to ar- 
range methods of voluntary feder- 
ation with a European Power un- 
der one sovereign, in one united 
empire. 

The British Government repre- 
sented nearly 70,000,000 people of 
European descent. The Indian 
Princes, Sir Tej. Bahadur Sapru, 
Sir Mohammed Shafi and their co- 
adjutors, represented an Asiatic 
people numbering 320,000,000, 

As India is already an integrai 
part of the British Empire it may 
be said that this conference effects 
no change. It is true that India ts 
now under British rule by conquest. 
But if the proposals of the confer- 
ence are accepted by Indian opin- 
ion, then that vast population for 
the first time enters the Empire of 
its own free will. The real co-op- 
eratioh of the East and West wil! 
start from that date. 


England Only a Partner. 


The Indians who are the chosen 
spokesmen of their fellow country- 
men will attend the councils of 
the empire and help fashion its 
policy. That policy will no longer 
be purely British or British plus 
the whole of the dominions. The 
contribution made in discussions 
that shapes that policy by leaders of 
300,000,000 Indians will be an es- 
sential part of that fabric. The 
consequences will be far-reaching. 

What are the prospects of any- 
thing being accomplished as a 
practical result of the conference? 
Everything depends on the Indians 
themselves. The three political 
parties in Britain are in the main 
pledged to accept the very re- 
markable proposals hammered. out 
by the conference. There are pow- 
erful dissentients in the Tory 
camp, but it is fairly safe to pre- 
dict that if Indian opinion is pre- 
pared to accept the terms, official 
conservatism on this side will not 
challenge the parliamentary meas- 
ure that will be required to give 
legislative sanction to the new con- 
stitution, 

But will India accept? There is 
no living man who can confidently 
predict what India will do. 

There are extremist leaders to 


a great force. What will he do? 
When he was seen in prison before 
the conference by certain moderate 
leaders, with a view to seouring his 
co-operation, his mind was more an 
the iniquity of the salt tax thah 
upon the kind of constitution to be 
achieved for India. You never can 
tell what a prophet will do when 
the time comes for practical busi- 
ness. A Cabinet of Mahatmas 
would be a weird affair. Congress 
Leader Jawajarlal Nehru is an ir- 
reconcilable and his more distin- 
guished father, Motilal Nehru, is 
supposed to be entirely in his son's 
hands. They may be depended 
upon ‘cs wreck the proposed plan. 
if they can. 

Wise Native Princes. 

On the other side will be the 
Princes and mé@derate leaders of 
British India. The Indian states 
governed by Princes represent a 
population of 72,000,000. But these 
potentates—more particularly some 
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side their own frontiers. The suc 
cess of the conference was largcly 
due to their readiness to throw in 
their lot with a self-governing In- 
dia in one great federation. 

In many respects the most strik- 
ing figure amongst them is the 
Maharaja of Bikaner. He is a 
tall man of striking and handsome 
presence. With his heavy mous- 
tache he looks what he actually is, 
a soldier and statesman of whom 
any country might be proud. He w 
more than an Indian prince—he is

Not Easy to Convert All. 


Then there is the Maharaja of 
Bhopal, who is one of the very few 
important Mohammedan Princes 
in India. Indeed, he ranks next 
after the Nizam of Hyderabad. He 
is a young man of engaging man- 
ners and thoughtful gepeech. He 
has already created a most favora- 
ble impression and as Chancellor 
of: the famous Moslem University 
of Aligarth, he takes his duties 
seriously and should prove a pow- 
erful influence in Mohammedan 
education in the future. 


The Maharaja of Patiala is the 
senior Sikh Prince and Chancellor 
of the Chamber of Princes. In ap- 
pearance he was one of the most 
striking of all the figures at ‘the 
conference, and might at any mo- 
ment pose for a portrait of Bluff 
King Hal. 

The influence of the Princes will 
be very considerable in reconciling 
moderate Indian opinion to the 


reservations of the proposed new

The ablest and 
most influential figure - amongst 
them was Sir Toj Bahadur Sapru. 
He is one of the leading lawyers 
of the Indian bcr. A Brahmin of 
good family, an effective speaker 
of the barrister kind—legal and 
factoral rather thun °. imaginative 
and emotional like Sastri—he is at 
the top of his class in his par- 
ticular kind of speaking. It is to 
this notable Indian stateman that 
the success of the conference is 
chiefly attributable, 


Great Orator an Ally. 


Sir Mohammed Shaft! was also 
a potent voice in the conference. 
‘He is one of the outstanding Mo- 
hammedan leaders in India and re- 
cently he was head of the All-India 
Moslem League. He was the de 
facto leader of the Moslem delega-~- 
tion. 

Srinivasa Sastri is one of the 
great orators of the world. An 
Englishman said to me the other 
day that he never realized the 
beauty of his language until he 
heard it spoken by Mr. Sastri. It 
is not without significance that all 
discussions at the All-India Con- 
gresses are conducted in the En- 
glish tongue. English is the only 
common language of Hindustan. 

On the British side, the decisive 
factor was Lord Reading’s now fa- 
mous speech. He possesses the es- 
sentials of statesmanship—vision, 
sympathy, tact, experience, judg- 
ment and courage. His Viceroy- 
alty in India was an acknowledged 
success. Before the conference he 
was a resolute opponent of any- 
thing in the nature of immediate 
dominion status. He had the wis- 
dom, however, to see that the un- 
expected declaration of the Princes 
altered the situation, and that the 
concession of guarded responsibil- 
ity at the center, which would have 
been too risky before, .was now 
practicable. His utterance was the 
turning point to the conference. 
No one else on the British side 
could have spoken with such au- 
thority to the British public. 


Communal Voting Urged. 
So far a provisional success has 
been achieved—but no more. The 
struggle between the moderates and 
the extremists has yet to come. 
The differences between the Hindu 
and the Moslem have not yet been 
adjusted. The Mohammedans will 
not assent to any constitution 
which places them at the mercy of 
the Hindus, without safeguards of 
the most substantial and immut- 
able character. The 70,000,000 
Moslems are thoroughly alarmed 
at the prospect of being ruled ‘by 
220,000,000 Hindus, without ade- 
quate protection. That is why the 
Mosiems attach so much impor- 
tance to the retention of the Brit- 
ish Raj. .They also insist. upon a 
system of communal voting, which 
will insure for them representa-' 
tion in proportion to their numbers 
and not their wealth. .

Indiana City, Out of Debt, 


Owns Both Electric Plant 
And System of Street Cars

HEN the lights are turned on here the citizens are helping 
to pay their taxes;

The venture of Washington into 
the utility business was launched 
in 1900. The electric plant then 
serving the @ty wag purchased 
from a local corporation for $83,- 
‘291.. Mayor McCarty says it was 
an exorbitant price, several times 
the value of the property. Under 
the circumstances the operation 
was an uncertain struggle for a 
number of years. 

In the first eight years of Mc- 
Carty’s service as Mayor the ‘city 
paid off $61,000 bond debt created 
for the purchase of the plant. Be- 
fore 1922 the balance had been 
liquidated. Early in that year a 
Start was made on a new, modern 
plant. The old plant had capacity 
of 600 kilowatts; the new wag to 
have 1000. <A bond issue to the 
amount of $83,495 paéd for the 
building. Two steam turbine gen- 
erating units were installad at a 
cost of $76,000 under a Soatract 
requiring the city to pay for them 
at the rate of $1000 a month. These 
payments were completed on schod- 
ule.

Although the bonds 
had been issued in series and some 
were no¥ due for 20 years, the city 
had saved the option of rctiring 
them all on or after Nov. 16, 193%, 
As the interest rate was 6 per cent, 
it wag decided to pay off the bonds 
and save the interest.

The Baron added to this statementthat the exciu-

No one who has been Jn Japan, or who has talked 
with intelligent Japanese, can fail to know the sense 
of injury and humiliation which rankles in the 
breasts of the Japanese on account of the exclusion 
act, They are a proud and sénsitive people—proud of 
their achievements and their rapid progress; sensi- 
tive of the position they have gained as one of the 
great nations and of their ancient civilization and 
traditions. They have a keen sense of honor inherited 
from the code of conduct of the Samurai, and their 
honor was deeply wounded by the rough blow inflict- 
ed when the Congress of the United States passed the 
exclusion act. 

Previous to the adoption of the exclusion act the 
Japanese Government kept the faith in the gentle 
men’s agreement with regard to Japanese itmmigra- 
tion. They were deeply grateful to the United States 
on account of our leadership, from the days Of Town- 
send Harris, the first American Minister to Japan, 
in the tutoring of that country in the modefn arts 
and sciences, and in aiding her in her efforts to build 
up a great, progressive nation in the Orient. They 
were grateful for our fvady responses when Japan 
needed aid, not only in contributions of money but 
in sending experts to assist in developing the indus- 
tries and the constructive works of Japan. As an 
intelligent Japanese expressed it, the exclusion act 
was a blow in the face from a friend, and, therefore, 
all the more stinging. 

Although the Japanese bore the slap without re- 
prisal, they retained the sense of hurt. Baron Shide- 
hara now testifies publicly that this wourld, instead 
of healing with time, is becoming worse. Viscount 
Shibusawa referred to it in similar words at the 
Pacific conference at Kyoto. It is the only obstacle 
now to complete good will, understanding and peace- 
ful co-operation.

THE AUTOMOBILE SHOW. 

Visitors to the St. Louis automobile show, which 
opens today, inevitably will come away with the 
impression that at least one industry has not suc- 
cumbed to discouragement from the adversities of 
the last 18 months. There is no expectation of a 
boom in which supply will struggle vainly to keep up 
with demand, but this great industry, from which one 
in every 10 American workers gains his livelihood, 
awaits with confidence a year of norma! business. 

In many respects the period of recession has heen 
put to profitable use by the motor maziufacturers. It 
has been a time for taking stock, for elimination of 
dead wood, for mapping out campaigns toward the 
greatest possible progress in a highly competitive 
field. A motor-wise and critical public will see the 
result of these efforts in the display this week. In 
the shining new models will be found a purring effi- 
ciency of mechanism, added beauty of color and grace 
of line, comfort in deep upholstery and an increase in 
safety factor. In the purchase of this mechanical per- 
fection and this high achievement of the coach mak- 
er’s art, the buyer’s dollar will go farther than ever 
before. 

Despite a year recognized as subnormal, the in- 
dustry’s figures for 1930 are impressive. Manufac- 
tures in this country and Canada totaled 3,505,000 mo- 
tor vehicles, with a wholesale value of $2,159,600,000. 
The average retail price of passenger cars was $800; 
of trucks $992. The industry and allied lines em- 
ployed 4,700,000 persons. It used 82 per cent of the 
rubber produced in the country and 55 per cent of the 
plate glass. Motor vehicles consumed 10,610,000,000 
gallons of gasoline, an increase of about 5 per cent 
over 1929. 

Although 1930’s registration figure, 26,661,596 ve- 
hicles, showed an increase for the year of only .6 per 
cent, the lowest on record, this is an otcasion for 
hopefulness on the part of the industry.

N October, 1800, when the seat of the 
I Federal Government was transferred to 

Washington, a weekly journal in the 
new capital chronicled that “the whole 
force of office clerks, totaling 64 persons, 
and all of the books and papers of the 
Government, in seven small and five large 
boxes, were transported from Philadelphia.” 

The new Federal venture under the Con- 
stitution then was a few months more than 
11 years old. The population of the terri- 
tory under its jurisdiction was approximate- 
ly 6,300,000. The executive branch of the 
Government consisted of the departments 
of State, Treasury, War, Navy and Justice 
and the Postoffice, only three of which— 
War, Navy and Postoffice—maintained : es- 
tablishments outside of the capital city.. 

Today. with a population iricreased 23 
times, the Federal machine is a maze of 1° 
departments, 134 subsidiary bureaus and 
divisions and 85 independent establish- 
ments, employing at home and abroad a 
few more than $00,000 men and women, 
not including some 160,000 enlisted men 
and officers in the Army and 90,000 more 
in the Navy and Marine Corps. 

Including the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, there are today well over 
1,000,000 names or Uncle Sam'‘s monthly 
payroll. Counting the families of married 
men and women in the Federal service, 
Treasury actuaries estimate that § slightly 
more than 2 per cent of the population 
lives directly eff the National Government. 
This, of course, does not include some 3069,- 
000 pensioners of all wars who are main- 
tained in part by the Treasury. 


Whereas in 1800 only the customs agénts 
of the Treasury wérée empowered to make 
arrests, there are today more than 25 gaif- 
ferent grades of Federal police officers, 
scattered through seven departments: Then, 


the National Government touched the peo-. 


ple only remotely. through state officers. 
Today, the Federal bureaucracy reaches 
into the basement with a booklet on wood 
storage, into the nursery With a pamphlet 
on infant care, into the farmer’s barn with 
instruction on cleaning the cream se;arator. 
Had the Federal organization expanded 
since 1800 precidely in step with the increase 
in population, the civil service rolls today 
would carry less than 2000 names, instead 
of more than $00,000. Had the Government 
establishment expanded 10 times as fast as 
the population, the civil service list today 
would carry 12.600 names. Had it ¢éx- 
panded 160 times as rapidly, the rolls would 
carry 120,000 names. It haa, in fact, ex-

St. Louis Industries Use 
Stagger System, Elimi- 
nate Overtime, Work 
Fewer Hours, Start: New 
Construction. 


The stagger system, elimination 
of overtime, working fewer hours 
a day and instituting new, con- 


struction are among the methods 
adopted by industrial concerns of 
the St. Louis district in an attempt 
to reduce unemployment, it is in- 
dicated by letters received by 
George C. Smith, director of the 
Industrial Bureau of the Industrial 
Club of St. Louis. 

As a part of its contribution to 
the work of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee for Relief and Employment, the 
Industrial Bureau has completed a 
survey to determine the degree of 
unemployment .and the systems 
which have been put in force to 
prevent it. Smith is directing the 
industrial relations division of the 
citizens’ committee. 

“No less than 10,000 workers,” 
said Smith, “who would otherwise 
be out of employment, are being 
maintained-oOn payrolls in the 8t. 
Louis district through the adop- 
tion of just such methods as are 
cited in letters.’ ) : 

“When we realized there would 
be a serious depression in business 


secretary-treasurer of the Broder- 
ick & Bascom Rope Co., “we re- 
duced our working time, but did 
not discharge any of our employes, 
as it was our desire to hold the 
organization together as long as we 
possibly could. In curtailing our 
output, we used not only the stag- 
ger system, fewer days mer week 
and fewer hours per day, but we 
have kept our whole organization 
intact.

Explains That Two-Cent Rate 
Follows Successful Excur- 
sion. Tests. 


Successful experiments with ex- 
eursion rates led the Frisco Rail- 
road to inaugurate a 2-cents-a-mile 
coach fare, which went into effect 
last midnight over the entire 
Frisco system and on seven other 
lines where they compete directly 
with the Frisco, officers of the 
company said., 

“The Frisco, in reducing coach 
fares from 3.6 cents to 2 cents a 
mile, is guided by the conviction 
that these fares will stimulate pas- 
senger travel, 
general business recovery,” a state- 
ment of the comjany said. “That 
belief is predicated on the outcome 
of experiments conducted during 
the past year with round-trip ex- 
cursions, particularly between St. 
Louis and Memphis, which brought 
a marked increase in the number 
of passengers and was productive 
of revenues in excess of those re- 
ceived under the standard rate.” 

Slight increase in operating and 
maintenance costs, if any, are ex- 
pected by the company, as coaches’ 
on passenger trains are now being 
moved with a very limited number 
of passengers, according to railroad 


| officers. The number of passen- rate 
gers, they estimate, could be in- 
creased from 300 to 500. per cent 
to a train without materially © in- 
creasing the cost of handling them. 
The other railroads joining in the 
reduced rates are the Missouri Pa- 
cific, Missouri-Kansas-Texas, the 
Cotton Belt, Rock Island, Santa Fe, 
Kansas City Southern and Mlinois 
Central systems. The first three 
protested when the new Frisco rate 
was submitted to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission last month, 
but met the reduction when the 
cormmission refused to interfere. 
The new tariff is designed to re- 
gain passengers lost to bus lines 
and will apply only to day coaches 
and chair cars, with parlor carfare 
still at the old rate.

plane. Out of this must come bet- 
ter products, better communities, 
better mefchandising.

Wt | T’S hardly a matter 
j to drive people out 
of their houses 
| and give the chil- 
dren a valid argu- 
ment for going to 
the movies every 
night, but it seems 
to be a fact well 
authenticated by 
statistics that the average home is a 
dangerous place to bein. It’s a place 
where accidents, apparently, are most 
likely to happen. Indeed, the figures 
might be interpreted as proving that 
even the public streets are safer than 
the average home. Records compiled 
by the St. Louis Safety Council dis- 
close that more people died in St. Louis 
last year from accidents in homes than 
died from accidents in which motor ve- 
hicles were involved. Twelve more, to 
be exact. There were 168 deaths in the 
first group and only 156 in the sec- 
ond. Only once before in recent years 
has such a state of affairs existed, and 
that was in 1927, the year of the tor- 
nado, when there were 154 home ac- 
cident fatalities against 147 attribut- 
able to automobiles. Usually the dis- 
crepancy is much larger. but with the 
situation reversed. In 1929, for ex- 
ample, there were only 102 home ac- 
cident fatalities, while automobile ac- 
cident deaths totaled 162, and in 1928 
fatal home accidents numbered 117 
against the soaring total of 215 motor 
fatalities. 

What accounts, then, for the unusu- 
al situation revealed by the accident 
figures for 1930? Is it explained by a 
great decrease in motor fatalities, a 
great increase in home accidents, or 
both? The figures invite analysis. 
And, for that matter, just what kind 
of accidents are the majority of home 
accidents anyway? How do they hap- 
pen? To whom do they happen? Who 
or what is responsible for them?

{t requires but little examination to 
single out from these tables some 
rather significant and startling fig- 
ures. The most astonishing of all 
probably is the disclosure that of 168 
deaths resulting from home accidents 
last year, 105, nearly two-thirds of the 
total, were from falls. Falls are simi- 
larly shown to account for more than 
half the total both in the 1928 and 
1929 figures. What caused these falls? 

Rugs' Small throw-rugs on  pol- 
ished floors! At any rate, they con- 
atituted the major cause, according to 
the findings of the Safety Council, 
which investigates all accidental 
deaths and wages a constant campaign 
for accident prevention. The majority 
of the victiine were elderly persons 
who suffered fractured limbs, frac- 
tured ribs, internal injuries and in 
some cases fractured skulls from mis- 
haps so familiar and so outwardly in- 
significant as slipping on rugs. At

Therein, 
says the council, 
lies the secret of 
their lethal po- 
tentiality. People 
aren't overtaken 
by dangers they 
can see ahead. 
Loose rugs on 
polished floors, 
the council reit- 
erates, are dan- 
gerous under 
any circum- 
stances, and par- 
ticularly are 
they charged 
with deadlineas 
when they are 
located at the 
head: of stairs. 
The council is 
constantly warn- 
ing householders 
and urging them to tack down their 
rugs, Or anchor them in some manner 
so they won't skid. 

Another principal cause of falls in 
homes is the practice of using boxes 
and chairs—sometimes even rocking 
chairs—-for ladders. Many a serious 
tumble, the records show, is taken in 
just such a manner. Icy steps are a 
major cause, too, but icy steps result 
in fewer accidents than the other two 
agencies because they are more dbvi- 
ously dangerous. People usually are 
on their guard when they start up or 
down ice-covered steps. 

It simply affords one more illus- 
tration of the fact that most accidents 
result from carelessness—-somebody's 
carelessness—-whatever may be the 
physical agency through which the ac- 
cident occurs. 

Further analysis of the year’s acci- 
dents by the Safety Council sheds still 
further light on the price of careless- 
news. 

Of the total of 429 accident vic- 
tims last year, 54 were children under 
15 years of age, and in at least 29 of 


136 deaths from automobile accidents occurred in 1930 as against 168 from home accidents.

In three of the 54 
cases of accidents fatal to children, 
neither the parents nor the children 
appear to have been at fault. These 
victims included a six-year-old boy ac- 
cidentally shoot by a policeman while 
pursuing a highwayman: a boy of 
seven struck by a fallmg “giant stride”’ 
at the Pontiac Playgrounds, and a 15- 
year-old girl who was suffocated when 
an oil heater exhausted the oxygen in 
her bedroom, In the remaining 22 
cases, the children themselves might 
be held accountable, but in many of 
these, too, the negligence of parents 
Was a more or leas contributory cause 
that may be seen beneath the surface.

Among his ca- 
prices he would beat her and cut her 
with a knife, but without endaneering 
her life. He took delight in hurting 
ber, to such an extent that he even 
sometimes rubbed salt into her 
wounds. 


10 years. On one occasion she man- 

aged to escape and actually 
reached Marseilles, where her brother 
lived, but even in France she could not 
find peace and forgetfulness. Roma- 
netti sent two emissaries with orders 
to bring her back. And Madeleine 
obeyed. His strength and power were 
great, and she feared him. 

It is small wonder that the fragile 
Madeleine feared Romanetti. So did 
practically everyone else in Corsica. 
Swaggering about in his velvet garb, 
the bandit terrorized wherever he 
went, and did not scruple to kill 
whenever anyone questioned his sway. 
He levied tribute on whole towns, 
which paid rather than take the risk 
of raids. In return Romanetti even 
protected them sometimes from other 
bandits who tried to compete. 

Madeleine was a Corsican, and it 
probably never occurred to her to flee 
co the police and demand protection. 
In her country Romanetti’s will was 
law. He had great influence which 
could be exercised in. political circles, 
and those who disobeyed him courted 
ceath. The girl had been brought up 
with the strange Corsican traditions 
and knew no other law than that of

Deliverance came for her when 
Romanetti was killed on April 25, 
1926. He was shot from ambush in 
the brush. It was «aid at the time 
that a shepherd had killed him. 

For two years Madeleine was free 
and lived happily in her father's 
house. Then, on May 29, 1928, an- 
other tragedy came into her life.

Madeleine Mancini, ‘‘the 
little Madonna, was most amazingly 
accused of having’ instigated the 
crime to avenge the death of Rom- 
anetti. Wild stories went about that 
there had long been a vendetta be- 
tween the two Mancini families and 
that Madeleine had suspected Antoine 
of having killed her lover. 

Police Inspector Natali sus- 
pected a notorious bandit 
named Perfettini, who was 
wanted for a crime committed 
in Marseilles, and relatives of 
the Mancini dead recognized 
his photograph as the leader of 
the three slayers. Perfettini 
was killed by a policeman while 
resisting arrest, but his two 
companions, Santoni, a_  haif- 
witted Corsican thug, and Bar- 
toli, known as a bandit, were 
arrested. 

Madeleine was then quickly 
enmeshed in a network of lies 
[It became known that the ban- 
dits had dined at her home the 
night before the crime, and the 
popular deduction was that she 
had hatched the plot. Santoni 
formally accused her, stating 
that to avenge Rumanetti she 
promised a reward of 6000 
frances and a kiss. Corsican 
blood was up and his story was 
believed. A farm worker 
named Camilli testified that he 
had seen Madeleine watching 
the crime from a distance. 

Before all these accusations 
und in the midst of the mob 
inadness, Madeleine was found 
guilty and condemned to hard 
labor for life.

It now appears certain that the mo- 
tive for the crime was robbery, and 
nothing else. The bandits must have 
suspected that Antoine Mancini had 
conside: able money, and it is a fact 
that he had buried 43,000 franca in 
his garden, which the bandits missed. 

Since the fury has died down, sen- 
timent in Corsica has sharply changed 
in favor of Madeleine. Those who 
know anything about the case are no 
longer afraid to speak. The reaction 
is becoming as intensive as the ac- 
cusations, and the cry is, ‘Madeleine 
is innocent.” 

Her confinement and her mental! 
sufferings have greatly changed Mad 
eleine. She has so aged that she is only 
a shadow of her former self. Those 
green eyes have faded and lines mark 
the pretty face of ‘the little Madonna.’

NEW YORK. 
HOSE timid souls 
who have hesitated 
to cross the Atlan- 
tic because of a 
fear of seasickness 
may take heart. 
There is building 
at Trieste, in Italy, 
a new liner of 
Ee 45,000 tons which, 
if all plans of the builders work out, 
will ride through the roughest seas 
on an even keel. And that will be 
thanks to three great machines that 
are being constructed here for instal- 
lation in the new ship. 

The new liner is the Conte di Sa- 
voia of the Lloyd Sabaudo line, and it 
will be the first large ship to be 
equipped with gyro-stabilizers. And if 
these great stabilizers—built on the 
same principle as the gyroscopic top 
..function as designed, the Conte di 
Savoia will be literally a floating ho- 
tel. That term has been applied to 
liners for the past 30 years, but some- 
what inaccurately, for hotels do not 
have a habit of pitching and tossing 
and rolling as even the greatest steam- 
ships, the Leviathans ana the Majes- 
tics, have done up to the present. 

The directors of the Lloyd Sabaudo 
line and the Sperry Gyroscope Com- 
pany of Brooklyn are confident that 
the Conte di Savoia will be the first 
seagoing Ritz-Carlton, in which not a 
single passenger will have the slight- 
est excuse for even a faint hint of 
nausea. 

The new ship will enter the New 
York-Naples run next year. She is 
expected to have a speed around 30 
knots, which will ma.e her one of the 
fastest vessels afloat. She will have a 


length of more than 800 feet and a 


beam of 96 feet. Accommodations 
will be provided for 500 first class, 
300 second class, 450 tour- 
ist class and 1000 third class 
passengers. The cost of the 
Conte di Savoia is estimated 
at more than $15,000,000. 
For many years steamship 
designers have taken every 
means to counteract move- 
ment. The beam has been 
made increasingly broad. 
And German designers have 
even built ‘“‘blisters'’ on the 
side to check rolling.

The gyro-stabilizers have been used 
for some time on smaller vessels. An 


increasing number of American yacht 


owners have installed them. They can 
now cruise in comfort along beautiful 
coasts which they had usually shunned 
because of disagreeable ground swells. 
On “‘stabilized’’ yachts the owner can 
blithely ignore conditions of weather 
and sea in planning a cruise. It is 
possible for the yacht with a stabilizer 
to put to sea when others must wait 
for calmer weather. 

Yacht owners have reported that the 
gyro-stabilizers do their work s80 
quietly that guests on board are 
scarcely aware of the great electrically 
spun top in the hold. 

In a comparatively short time sta- 
bilizers have been placed on a num- 
ber of vessels, ranging in size from 
a 60-foot yacht to a 500-foot airplane 
carrier of 10,000 tons.

Savoia will weigh 100 tons each and 
cost a total of $1,000,000. But it will

engineers. The corrective movement 
of the stabilizer, fore and aft, through 
its ntotor and brake, is controlled by a 
small flywheel driven.by electricity, its 
only duty being the making and break- 
ing of electrical contacts. 

The natural position of a vessel is 
upright. Rolling is an artificial mo- 
tion induced by wave action causing 
the rise and fall of water on one side 
of the vessel and then on the other. As 
the water rises on one side that side 
becomes more buoyant, thus causing it 
to rise. As the wave action passes 
under the vessel the water rises on the 
opposite side, that side becomes more 
buoyant and rises, thus causing the 
vessel to roll from side to side. 

A single wave causes a relatively 
small roll, not over five or six degrees, 
but as the vessel rolls with a constant 
period and waves run irregularly the 
waves will gradually build up a roll 
which may reach 35 to 40 degrees, de- 
pending upon th®@ condition of the sea.

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BUILDING MODERN HOUSES OUT OF MUD : 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 


HEY are building 
mansions out of 
mud nowadays. 
Sun-dried brick, 
poured earth, pise 
de terre—consider 
the soil and the cli- 
mate and take your 
pick. From Califor- 
nia to the East 
Coast, during the last ten years, build- 
ers have been experimenting with 
these three methods, and most of the 
people who are living today in earth 
houses would not live in any other 
kind. 

They find them snug in the winter, 
cool when the mercury soars, damp- 
proof and fireprocf. And they are 
convinced: that their homes will be 
standing when those of their neigh- 
bors have returned to dust. 

Of the three methods listed, pise de 
terre, or rammed earth, best recom- 
mends itself for widespread use. You 
place layers of moist soil in forms 
and pound them down. 

Poured earth, or ‘‘mud concrete,” 
is mushy mud, nothing more nor less, 
to which chopped atraw is sometimes 
ndded. It is poured into forms like 
cement concrete and allowed to dry 
thoroughly, when the forms are re- 
moved. 

The bricks are .-made itn frames 
dried for several days in the sun, then 
like other bullding block: 

Guaranteed sunshiny weather is es- 
sential for the success of the last two 
methods, so that they are best adapt- 
ed, perhaps, to use tn California and 
the southwest. Rammed earth build- 
ings, considered superior to either of 
the other types by some builders, can 
Except for the price 
of the labor they cost nothing at all; 
the earth that comes out of the cellar 
bullds the walls.

But other building methods sup- 
planted it in most countries as time 
went by, and it was all but forgotten. 
Then during the war, when a search 
was being made for cheaper building 
materials, it was revived in England, 
due largely to editorials and articles 
published by J. St. Loe Strachey, ed- 
jtor of the London Spectator. The idea 
was picked up in Sweden, then in the 
I'nited States. 

In the United States one of the fore- 
most experimenters in earth as a con- 
struction material is J. D. Long, of the 
Division of Agricultural Engineering, 
University of California, and author of 
a bulletin on ‘“‘Adobe Construction,” 
a title he uses to cover all three meth- 
ods. Karl Ellington of Port Angeles, 
Washington, is another advocate, and 
his practical handbook on the subject 
is recently off the press. 

F. N. Menefee, professor of mechan- 
ical engineering, University of Michi- 
gan, is living in a pise house of his 
construction, and Fred Heiskell of Lit- 
tle Rock, Arkansas, has erected a 
handsome “earth house.’ For three 
years the American Society of Agricul- 
tural Engineers has had a committee 
study!.z the aubject. Indeed it real- 
ly begine to look as if the laugh is 
on the persons who expected the 
houses to crumble and run away in 
the first good rain! 

Aside from the fact that the ma- 
terial is available at the site, free of 
charge, and that construction opera- 


% AR from being a new method, 
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tions are so simple that almost 
anyone could accomplish them, 
enthusiastic advocates cite these 
additional points in favor of pise 
de terre houses: 

They will last centuries if they 
are built risht in the first place. 
Earth sifted and rammed down 
hard, according to the formula, 
will sustain from 10 to 30 tons 
per square foot of wall. This has 
been determined in tests made at 
the National Bureau of Standards. 

Instead of weakening as they 
grow older, earth walis become 
more and more like rock. Four 
weeks after the walls of one home 
had been completed, carpenters 
found a wooden plug had been 
omitted. After several augurs 
had been broken in an attempt 
to bore a hole, they got out a cold 
chisel and hammer and went at it 
as if the material were rock! 

Unlike some  matertals—and 
old structures that are still stand- 
ing bear out the testimony— 
earth walls do not crack. There 
are rammed earth buildings at the 
foothills of the Andes in Peru 
that have withstood earthquakes. 
Brick, stone and adobe brick 
walls have lines of cleavage along 
which they are likely to 
break under stress. Earth 
walls are all of a piece and 
solid. Some in this country 
have already passed the teat 
of cyclones and hurricanes. 

Furthermore, the walls are 
fireproof, watertight and, 
perhaps because of their 
greater thickness, virtually 
soundproof; impenetrable to 
rodents and immune to the 
tavages of funguses, wood 
horers and termites, destroy- 
ers of wood. They keep out 
the heat in summer and re- 
tain it in cold weather bet- 
ter, it is said, than any other 
subtance. An 
earth house _ in 
New South Wales 
was reported to 
have had a tem- 
perature of 8&6 
degrees on a day 
when the mercury 
stood at 104 In 
other buildings itn 
the neighborhood. 

However, all 
these advantages 
can be forfeited if 
the work is done 
in a slipshod fash- 
fon. It ia absolute- 
ly essential that a 
good plan be se- 
cured and faith- 
fully followed. 

“To those who 

evidence concern 
at the thought of 
actually living in 
a ‘mud’ house,” 
saya Professor 
Long, “I repeat

Building a mud house—the damp dirt is put into forms like 
concrete and compressed by ramming. 


Costs vary according to the 
rate paid for labor. If devel- 
oped commercially, builders 
could save a great deal of time 
by using air compressors for 
packing the earth, rather than 
the more laborious hand ram- 
mers. Professor Long used 
compressed air in building his 
cottage and laid seven cubic feet 
of wall per man hour as com- 
pared to one or two by the hand 
method. 

Ancient examples of pise de 
terre dwellings exist in the Unit- 
ed States. A house built in 
Washington, D. C., more than 

100 years ago, is still in use. An 
attempt was made once to tear it 
down, but this proved so difficult 
that it was given a new finish 
and remodeled. It is believed that 
some of the outbuildings at Monticel- 
lo, Jefferson's old home in Virginia, 
are of rammed earth, and there are 
a few other such buildings standing 
in North and South Carolina, which 
were built by Huguenot settlers. 


Lyons France; Cadiz, Spain; Rhode- 
sla, in South Africa, and New South 
Wales, are notable for modern struc- 
tures of rammed earth. In Lyons 
there is an earth house five stories high 
that is as sound as when it was built. 


Item one, for consideration in build- 
ing a ‘‘house out of 
the cellar,’’ is soil. 
Some die-hards, 
who have examined 
pise houses and 
found them solid as 
rock, still contend 
that cement was 
‘‘sneaked"’ tnto the 
soil, but this is not 
true.

He determined that since 
he had such a good start he would go 
on and make the rest of a circus. 

He went back to his trade in the 
fall, but continued to work at night, 
on holidays and Sundays On his private 
enterprise. He fitted up a shed in 
the rear of his property as a work- 
shop, and collected scraps of lumber 
and metal, buying none of the material 
except paint and brushes, nails and 
screws. 


E BUILT his circus from mem- 

ory, He had attended a large 

show the fall before he be- 
van the job, but that was the first 
time he had seen a cireus for 2° 
years or so. Fart of tne pleasure 
of his task was in recalling the many 
things that went to make a circus. 
Sometimes after he had gone to bed 
he would think of some appurtenance 
he hadn't thought of before, and would 
vet up and draw a plan of it. And if 
his memory failed to tell himi how a 
thing should be constructed he relied 
on his own mechanical ingenuity. He 
sought no advice and did all the work 
himself. Everything was built to 
scale so that the units of the show 
would be in proper proportion to 
one another. 

In four years and seven months the 
job was done. Taylor had put togeth- 
er some 11,000 pieces of material. He 
had: a sideshow tent 48 inches by 72 
inches and 28 inches high; a menag- 
erie tent 72 by 110 inehes and 30 
inches high; a big top, 110 by 138 
inches and 34 inches high; a “‘chow’”’ 
tent, 12 by 16 inches and 8 inches 
high; 42 wagons, including a prairie 
schooner and a stage coach; four trac-

The big top houses two rings and 
a center platform. In a gap in the 
tiers of seats there is a platform for 
the band. Trapezes swing from arms 
on the center poles. The main tent is 
entered, of course, through the me- 
nagerie tent. All are Jighted with elec- 
tricity——by the same system used on 
Christmas trees.

last year and pronounced it accurate 
in all details. 

The maker hopes to exhibit it 
at the World's Fair in Chicago in 
1933. By that time he expects it 
to be really complete, for he is now 
gathering material to make a special 
train for it. 

He is, no doubt, one of the leading 
miniature circus impresarios in the 
world.

coating of tar or similar material as 
a damp course, The foundations 
must be solid and absolutely true be- 
cause the molds for the walls are 
later clamped to this course. 

Wooden forms are used to mold the 
walls. Because of the enormous pres- 
sure exerted upon them as the earth 
is tamped into place within, it is im- 
portant that they be rigid and of a 
size convenient to use. Smooth plank- 
ing, at least one and a half inches 
thick, should be used and the forms 
should be about 30 inches high and 
10 feet long. At least every three 
feet they should be braced securely. 
Over the braces are fitted iron clamps 
through which tie rods are run to se- 
cure them in place. The heavy end 
pieces, which are removable but snug- 
ly fitted, are equipped with a key 
block which provides for a tight joint 
between the sectious of the wall. 

After the mold has been anchored 
securely to the foundation layer and 
leveled and trued so as to be vertical, 
the earth walls begin to rise. Hand 
rammers made of a large hardwood 
block, bound with fron, are used to 
start the work, and samalier tron ram- 
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mers for finishing. They weigh from 
eight to fifteen pounds. 

Earth used for construction is sifted 
through a half-inch mesh screen to 
remove large stones and roots and to 
break up clods, Small pebbles are 
left in; they make for solidity but 
the large ones interfere with ram- 


ming. 


HE wall is laid in four or five- 

inch layers, the fresh earth being 

rammed down to about half its 
depth. The next layer can be added 
immediately. Roughen the surface of 
the compacted layer to insure proper 
bonding between the two layers. Place 
the next layer in the form, compact it 
and repeat the process until the form 
is filled. The forms can be taken down 
immediately, secured at a higher 
level, and the next tier begun. The 
wall will be quite solid enough to bear 
a man's weight. 

Whether or not this type of con- 
struction will ever be adopted on a 
wholesale scale in the United States re- 
mains to be seen, but Professor Long 
and other experimenters have received 
many letters asking for particulars.
